Mr. Pyke ap- 
peared before the curtain at 8:30 and said 
that, owing to delayed trains, the 
company did not arrive until 7:30 o'clock

of the audience. It afterward proved that the 
company tound themselves in Elmira yester- 
day morning stranded. They had unpaid botel 
bills, and no funds to defray their railroad ex- 
penses to Syracuse. Superintendent McLeod 
of the Elmira, Cortland & Northern Railroad 
finally agreed to furnish transportation, taking 
the checks for their baggage as security, if the 
hotel man would let them come away, on the 
promise to pay the bills from the receipts 
of the ormance here. Manager Lehnen 
ad $60 to Mr. McLeod on 
their arrival here and took a 
bill of sale. All of this was done after 7:30 
p. m. About 8 o'clock the Elmira hotel-man 
appeared with an attachment, but he was out- 
witted by Manager Lehnen’s bill ot sale. He 
then proposed to “take it out of their hides,” 
and became fairly wild with rage. He was 
ejected from the theatre. The leader of the 
orchestra then announced that he would not 
draw a stroke with his bow unless he was paid 
$46 salary.

The performance began at 8:45, and with the 
large audience tonight the company will be 
able to go on West.

PROTECTION OF THE BALLOT-BOX. 

The Citizens’ Association has done a good 
work in directing public attention to the de- 
fects of the present Registry law which 
render it utterly inefficient as a protection 
against election frauds.¢ The report which 
has been made on the subject by the asso- 
clation’s committee points out how at least 
5,000 fraudulent voters may be registered 
with small chance of detection. It might 
have gone further and asserted with equal 
truth that a much larger number of frandu- 
lent votes were cast at the spring election 
when Carter Harrison was elected Mayor 
over Judge Cary; and the registry system 
in vogue, instead of checking the frauds, 
actually facilitated them and assisted in con- 
cealing ther. 

The law provides that the judges of elec- 
tion shall also serve as the Board of Registry. 
Thus the compilation of the list of voters is 
placed entirely in the hands of the partisan 
City Council and County Board, who have of 
late years notoriously excluded the Repub- 
licans from fair representation in election 
officers. The preparation and transcription 
of the registry is left to a clerk, who takes 
the lists home, and it is a mere matter of 
clerical labor to supply any number of names 
which may be thought desirable, locate them 
at vacant lots or cheap boarding-houses,. and 
have aband of professional repeaters. ready 
on election-day to make a tour of the various 
precincts and vote under the names already 
registered for them. If the registry fratids 
prove to be insufficient to carry the day, then 
the law authorizes the swearing-in of votes, 
for which the Democratic machine provides 
biank affidavits at every poll signed by some 
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tunity for fegistration in every voting pre- 
einet, and the books should be closed at a 


in the Legislature, the Democrats will resist 
a Voutrance every effort to amend or improve 
the Registry law. The Cook County Demo- 
cratic machine will fight sucha movement 
tooth and nail, for the power of the bummers 
to domineer conventions and blackmail can- 
didates depends largely on their ability to 
supply fraudulent votes or withhold the same 
when election-day comes around.

THE RECORD OF FAILURES. 

The insolvency record of the passing year 
as compiled by the commercial agencies does 
not indicate that the country has yet passed 
out of the trough of the sea of business 
troubles. Bradstreet’s predicted early in the 
year that the commercial mortality would be 
heavier than the year before, and the results 
so far exceed its expectations. It cipherad 
out thaf there was a likelihood of 10,400 
business deaths within the current year, but 
it now states that the number will probably 
reach 11,500. 

The acceleration of the downward tendency 
has been most marked in the last three 
months. As business is now very quiet, and 
the hopes entertained during the summer 
that good crops would give us a good fall 
trade are certainly doomed to see their fulfill- 
ment deferred, itis not likely that the re- 
maining months of the year will see any 
change for the better in these statisties. 
Since 1880, when failures fell off, there has 
been a steady deterioration in the solvency of 
our business concerns, and 1884 will be the 
worst ot the last four years in that respect. 

The country can afford to hear the truth 
about this, for it is in all essential points ina 
sound condition. Newspapers might well 
hesitate to tell such unpleasant facts as these 
if there were danger that the terrors of panic 
would be precipitated by their frankness. 
But there is no panic in the air. We are 
passing through a crisis without a panic. 
There is not an unliquidated speculation in 
the United States today except in the case of 
a few stock cliques and stock-clique banks in 
Wall street for which the country at large 
cares nothing more than for the faro-tables 
which the police and Mike McDonald are 
running on Clark street. All prices are low. 
There is no widespread debt. There has been 
no real-estate speculation. The currency is 
sound and the banks are solvent. | 

That, all this being so, we should have had 
as many failures and as many breaks in | 
prices as have occurred in the last four years 
has been a genuine surprise to the most eare- 
ful observers. Not only were the shrewdest 
manipulators of Wall street caught off their 
guard by the reverses of the market, but the 
thoughtful students of business problems 
were at fault in their outlook. The com- 
mercial journals may be searched in vain for 
any warnings in 1880 that the country was on 
the eve of so severe an ebb in the tide of pros- 
perity. The millions on millions that have 
been dropped by the leaders of Wall street 
the richest and most powerful being as a rule 
the heaviest losers—are proof enough of their 
complete misapprehension of the tendencies 

the last four years. 

this crisis has had its origin in the ex- 
cesses of the speculative spirit, and its most 
sensational catastrophes have been furnished 
from the speculative centre, it is in that di- 
rection we must listen for the last thunder- 
claps of the storm. if there are stocks held 
by cliques at prices above their real values, 
these must eome down and the cliques must 
be swept away by the irresistible current of 
liquidation. If there are banks in New York 
which are loaded up with poor securities and 
bad loans, they must make up their minds to 
write them off their books. Apart from such 
spechiative values as may still be sustained 
in New York, it is as nearly certain as any- 
thing can be that values at large are at the 
bottom, and, with plenty and abundance on 
every hand, we may rationally look for a 
healthy revival in business and finance as 
soon as the atmosphere is cleared of the 
shadows cast by the failures that really o- 
curred months or years ago but are only how 
being announced, An increase in the num- 
ber of announcements this fall seems to be 
likely, but no one need be frightened, The 
failures are really old; it is the announce- 
ment that is new. 


DANGEROUS BANKING.

released. The banks have had to nurse the 
bad borrowers because they couldn't pay, and 
have had to call on the good borrowers be- 
cause they could pay. The demands of the 
depositors had to be met, and that promptly. 
Weak borrowers, with securities that had 
slumpéd out of sight, were broken reeds in 
such an emergency. The money the New 
York banks had to have in the crisis they got 
from their best borrowers and from their best 
collaterals, The poor trash they have been 
carrying ever since in the hope of a rise of 
prices, which has not come, and of which, 
notwithstanding the interested predictions of 
Gould and Vanderbilt, there seems to be no 
speedy prospect. The power of 
the country is apparently as completely ex- 
hausted in stocks as in cottons and in iron. 

There is a very direct connection between 
the overloading of the New York banks with 
this worthless stuff and the unduedevelopment 
of the stock-gambling exchanges. Bankers, 
of course, do not as a rule loan money for 
either patriotic or treasonable objects. They 
loan to get interest and the repayment of 
their advances. The Stock Exchange is a 
place where prices are made with a certainty, 
a precision, and a reliability—-tor the moment 
—that is not attained in the ordinary chan- 
nels of trade. The man who loans on silks 
finds it troublesome to keep posted as to the 
changes in their values, and if the borrower 
defaults he may have the greatest @ifficulty 
in finding a market for the security which he 
must sell. But he who loans on stocks lets 
the tape of the stock-ticker run through his 
fingers, and if he wants to sell, in the case of 
default by his borrower, he merely sends a 
note to his broket, and the whole thing is 
done in a few minutes. 

This facility of doing business on ln 
exchange collaterals has proved a fatal 
facility. The bankers have been seduced 
from loaning on goods which have a real 
value, if it is sometimes slow in coming out, 
into loaning on stocks and bonds that have no 
value. They have found out too late that in 
mary cases the stocks were bogus, the trans- 
actions were bogus, and the quotations were 
bogus. The tape still runs through their 
fingers, but their securities are no longer 
quoted there, and if they should send over n 
messenger to sell the collaterals out for what 
they would bring there would be a tumble 
which would bring on a panic in a minute, 
The simple truth is, that the stock exchanges, 
good things in. their original idea and still 
capable of doing vast service, have been 
frightfully abused. Manipulators and gam- 
blers have got hold of their instrumentalities 
to prostitute them into mere agencies of 
fraud. The only bad spot in our Whole 
financial situation is down among the Wall 
street banks of New York, which have been 
bunkoed by stock-exchange sharpers, and 
are waiting for a chance to sell unsalable 
collaterals. Their only salvation is to write 
off these bad debts and take a fresh start on 
a more cautious road. 
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DACEY’S CONVICTION. 

The trial of Jim Dacey in McHenry County 
for the murder of Ald. Gaynor of this city, 
resulting in conyiction ind sentence of death, 
has its lessons. 1 

To this community it has shown how ex- 


peditionusly and efficiently a murderer can be | 


brought to justice upon a fair and impartial 
trial before a jury of honest, intelligent, and 
law-respecting men. To the thugs and ruf- 
fians of city life it has once more given warn- 
ing that a change of venue to a rural county 
is a desperate resort for a murderer and 
pretty sure to result in conviction and a ver- 
dict of death. 

Dacey’s case was taken away from Chicago 
on a forlorn hope. There was no doubt of 
his guilt from the first, and the murder was 
committed in a locality and under such condi- 
tions that the very elements and influences 
which usually help to acquit guilty men in 
Chicago might have borne against him if he 
had stood his trial in this eity. MeHenry 
County was sélected because there had néver 
been a hanging there, and an appeal was 
made to local pride to permit Dacey to escape 
the déath-pefalty in order to maintain 
McHenry County’s record. The farmers on 
the jury took a different view of the matter. 
They entertained an old-fashioned idea that 
murder should be punished by death, as pro- 
vided by law, and they concluded that the 
surest way to protect their county from fut- 
ure hangings would be to condemn Dacey 
and discourage other Chicago murderers 
from coming there for trial. Dacey’s counsel 
had evidently neglected to take this course 
of reasoning into account. 

Dacey’s crime was one of the slums, He 
had been a political striker for the Alder- 
man he killed. The killing was done ina 
saloon kept by Ald. Gaynor’s brother, and 
the victim was in the act of taking a drink 
when he was shot. The brother and pro- 
prietor of the saloon has since been elected 
to the seat in the Council made vacant by 
Dacey’s crime. All the actofs and most of 
the spectators of the tragedy belonged to the 
low-down politicians who have degraded and 
debauched the polities of Chicago. The 
bloody scene was enacted in the Ninth 
Ward, which is the centre of the 
Democratic election frauds—a ward where 
u single precinct vomited forth 800 
fraudulent votes at Harrison’s last election, 
and another precinct half as many more, 
Judging from all the conditions surrounding 
the case, it is not surprising that one of Da- 
cey’s counsel denounced Chicago as a hell- 
hole”; he would have been right if he had 
confined this term to the ward and district 
where the crime was committed. Judge 
Murphy's purpose in making this a part of 
the defense was probably to create the im- 
pression in the minds of the jurors that Da- 
cey Was no worse than his surroundings, and 
should be held responsible according to his 
lights. A jury of farmers, however, took 
the view that thé safest protection against 
thé Influence of “‘hell-holes” is to punish 
the villains who place themselves within 
the clutches of the law. If Chicago justice 
was administered on the same theory, there 
would be fewer hell-holes in this city;

The Pall Mall Gasette of a recent date 
contains an exhaustive article upon the real 
condition of the English navy, prepared for 
that paper by an expert who challenges any 
one to dispute the accuracy of his statements. 
As the article in question has caused great 
excitement, not only in England, but on the 
Continent, some of its statemerits will bear

with 62 guns, and France 3 with 16 guns; sec- 
ond-class ironclads, England 18 ships with 78 
guns, France 11 ships with 52 guns; third- 
class ironclads, England 14 ships with 101 
guns, France 12 ships with 80 guns; coast- 
defense vessels, England 14 ships with 48 
guns, France 11 ships with 11 guns and 5 
floating batteries. The summary shows: En- 
gland, 51 ships, 329,520 tons, 287 guns; 
France, 87 ships, 198,775 tons, and 159 
guns, besides the five armored batteries.

The Red Sunsets. 

The Comptes Renclus ot Sept. 1 and 8 con 
tains two papers read before the French Aart 
emy of Sciences, which seem to have an 
portant bearing on the question of the red sun- 
sets that have been witnessed here and have 
exhibited an increase in brilliancy since a 
month ago. 

M. Forel! observed the sun several times 
during last July and August from altitudes of 
4,000 to 7,000 feet above the sea-level during 
his journeys among the Alps. At 4 
hights he repeatedly saw a well-marked corona 
around the sun, ana observed that the ruddy 
color became less perceptible as he desvended 
into the valleys, while its distinctness was in- 
creased as he again ascended the mountains. 
He noted, too, that this corona did not de- 
pend on the meteorological conditions of 
thé lower air strata, which varied through a 
wide range during hie stay in Switzerland, the 


| alr currents coming successively from every | 


point of the compass. Yet the phenomenon 
was always observable when dee sky was 
‘‘serein.” He concludes that there exists a 
cloud of dust suspended in the upper regions 
of the atmosphere (all) over Central Europe. 
He does not presume to judge the character ot 
this dust cloud. 

M. L. Tuollon says that from the close of last 
autumn to the beginning of July he was ob 
serving the tun from his station near Nice 
(Mount Gros), and did not once see the sun 
without an aurevie; the coloring being always 
fine in proportion to the clearness of the at- 
mosphere. He thinks there is no room to 
doubt that, at least inthe neighborhood of 
Nice, there is a notable change in the atmos- 
phere, which appears to be permanent.

These tables, moteover, bring out 
another disagreeable fact—namely: that, 
while the French are inferior to the English 
in first-class } ironclads, they are equal in 
secotid-class vessels, which are the real fight- 
ing foree of the navy, and that the chief pre- 
ponderance of the English navy is in ships 
20 years old, with very thin armor. As to 
the superiority of ironclads in course of con- 
struction, the English are behind the French. 
The latter are building seventeen in all, 
while the English are building twelve. 
In two years’ time the French will be 
superior to the English in second-class iron- 
clads, by which is meant ships with hulls of 
wood or iron, with armor not less than 8 
inches, and a displacement below 8,500 tons. 
A notable element of weakness in the En- 
glish navy is in the matter of torpedo-boats, 
of which it has not one afloat. At the end 


of the year it will have 77, but at the same | 


time France will have 82, Italy 68, Denmark 
10, Holland 15, Austria 14, Russia 100, and 
Germany 81. The importance of this branch 
of the service is shown by the statement of 
naval experts that there is no vessel afloat 
which has the appliances tu resist a torpedo 
that can send her to the bottom. To make 
the general comparison complete, the follow- 
ing statement from the German Military Ga- 
zette, showing the strength of other Powers in 


| Europe, will be of interest: 


Next to England and France ranks Germany 
with nine modern (five ironclad frigates, four 
ironciai corvets) line-of-battle ships, fulfilling 
ali requirements of the present day, and three 
obsolete ironclad ships (the ironclad frigates 
Kronprinz aud Friederich Karl and the tronclad 
corvet Hansa), eleven modern ironciad vessels 
for coast defense (eleven ironciad gunboats all 
eompileted), and one obsolete vessel, the iron- 
clad Arminius. 

Austria takes fourth place with three modern 
ahd seven obsolete line-of-battle ships. 

Italy nas two modern and eleven obsolete 
ironciad ships at her disposal. 

Russia has oaly one single first-class line-of- 
battle ship and seven obsolete ironciads, two 
modern and sixteen obsolete ironclad vessels 
for coast ¢efense, and four ironciad cruisers. 

Denmark two modern and two ob- 
solete line-of-battle ships, and two modern and 
two obsolete ironclad vessels for coast defense. 

Holland, one modern battie ship and seven- 
teen modern ironclad vessels for coast defense. 


The application ot these facts and figures 
is an obvious one. While the territory and 
commercial resources of the British Govern- 
ment are enormously increasing, their naval 
protection does not keep pace. England no 
longer holds that naval supremacy over the 
other Powers which she did a few years ago, 
and, if she would regain it, must be prepared 
to meet a large increase of her naval expendi- 
tures. In the face of such a startling revela- 
tion it is not surprising that the Pall Mun 
Gazette asks: 

What is our present position? It is like that 
of a galleon from one of those golden argosies 
which used to bring the wealth of the New 
World to replenish the coffers of Spain. which 
had gradually fallen behind its escort, while 
ever on her flank gathered in iucreasing num- 
bers the hungry buccaneers, We on heap- 
ing up wealth and ever more wealth in these 
islands, and simultaneously decrease the num- 
bers of those who man the first and Only line of 
our detense. This cannot last. In the scram- 
ble for the world that is now going on around 
us the richest prize of all will not long be over- 
looked. If France is rich enough to pay for 
her glory, is not England rich enough to pay 
for her insurance? 

The political situation in Europe, the new 
combinations being made by the Powers, the 
menaces made by France, Germany, and Rus- 
sia, all add emphasis to the note of warning 
which the Gazette has sounded. England is 
disliked by every Power in Europe except 
Italy, and troubles are growing around Egypt 
and India which may yet call for the use of 
all her resources, not only on the sea but on 
the land, and may yet demand not alone an 
immense increase of her naval strength, but 
a wholesale conscription to fill up the ranks 
of her army, for England has not yet seen 
the last of her great wars.

the ordinary reader. He will find it difficult to 
conceive that an eruptive torce at the earth’s 
surface could be powerful enough to eject a 
volume of dust to a distance of more than a 
very few miles above the sea-level, or that it 
would not have settled back to the ground 
long ere this. The difficulty is tomewhbat less- 
ened if we remember that Java lies in the track 
of the system of trade winds, which 
form an ascending current at their 
area of meeting in the neighborhood of 
the equator. The dust would be carried up by 
this Agency toa much greater hight than it 
could be carried by any mete expulsive force, 
and would tnen flow out latterally towards the 
poles. But, remembering also how quickly 
dust settles within a few hundred yards of the 
earth’s surface, and that bigher up the greater 
rarity of the air gives it still less of sustaining 
power, one may well wonder that the effect 
should be still visible, and with so little 
loss of § distinctness from that of 
last autumn. It is almost enough 
to make one doubt that the volcanic explana- 
tion is not the true one after all, especially if 
we consider that the overflow of the trade air, 
as explained by the meteorologists, should 
have distributed the dust most copiously in the 
Southern Hemisphere, and also that we have 
no proof that the uprush referred to extends to 
so great an altitude as the dust even now ap 
pears to occupy. One may even feei tempted 
to suspect that the phenomena in ques 
tion are perhaps due to the passage of 
the earth through a cloud of cosmic 
dust, a portion of which remained in our upper 
atmosphere at a hight far greater than that 
reached by our trade-wind system. Of course 
it would be heresy to urge this view of the case 
in opposition to the high scientific authority 
which has vouchsafed the volcanic theory as 


an explanation of the wonderful appearance at 


the sky about the time of sunset: We there 
fore present it to our readers as matter for 
thought only—not as something to be believed.

A GRIST OF LAWSUITS. 


Big Damages Claimed from Chicago 
Parties. 

During the last few days Mr. P. J. Clark of 
, Meriden, Conn., representative of a party of East- 
ern capitalists, has made matters quite lively 
around the United States Cireuit Court rooms 
by instituting several suits against a number 
of Chicago parties, claiming from them heavy 
damages for manufacturing, selling, or using 
hand-grenades, which he says are infringement 
of certain letters patent for hand-grenades 
owned by him. 

Prominent among these suits is one against 
Jobn J. Harden and L. M. Snyder of this city, 
manufacturers of the “Nest grenade,” in 
which the damages are placed by Mr. Clark at 
$75,000 for infringement of his patent. 

In the same court Mr. Clark prays for an in- 
junction against the Challenge Fire-Extinguish- 
er Company of Chicago, and has sued the par- 
ties for $100,000 damages for infringement. 

It was only a few weeks ago that Mr. Clark 
brought suit for heavy damages against the 
Lewis Fire-Extinguishber Company of this city, 
as these parties are also claimed to be infringers 
of his patent. 

In addition to these suits a number of pur 
chasers of infringing grenades have been 
called upon to defend themselves ina lawsuit 
for damages for having purchased said gre- 
nades; and several agents who have sold such 
grenades, or so-called fire-extinguishers, have 
been asked to walk into the United States Court 
upon similar grounds. 

In fact, Mr. Clark has begun an action in the 
court mentioned for $20,000 damages against 
the Chicago White Lead & Ou Company of this 
city, who are obarged with purchasing gre- 
nades infringing upon his patent. 

The well-known minent patent lawyers, 
John R. Bennett George Harding of New 
York, have been engaged by Mr. Clark and bis 
associates to prosecute these suits, and it 
would appear that they are determined to push 
their claims to fullest extent of the law. 

It must be in mind, however, that Mr. 
Clark says the only parties in the West who 
have any right whatever to manufacture hand- 
grenades are the Harden Hand-Grenade Fire- 
Extinguisher Company at 205 Wabash avenue, 
Chicago; that afi purc rs of hand-grenades 
from this company will be fully protected, and 
all parties who purchase band-grenades from 
this company can rest assured that there will 
be no danger from lawsuits. 

In this connection it is well enough to say that 
the Harden Hand-Grenade Fire-Extinguisber 
Company of this city Lave brought suit against 
John J. Harden and others, manufacturing the 
so-called Harden's tinproved Nest grenade.” 
for infringements of their patents, trade- 
marks, etc., and for violation of contract. It 
is said that other suits will be instituted at 
once against the Nest grenade manutactur- 
ers as well as against all parties who buy or 
deal in the Nestwrenades.”’ 

The outlook indicates that the surplus prof- 
its derived by infringers or imitators of hand 
grenades are liable to be expended in paying 
lawyers’ fees. 

Mr. Royce, Secretary of the Hand-Grenade 
Fire-Extinguisher Company at No. 205 Wabash 
avenue, informs us that bis company has no 
interest in the suits mentioned excepting the 
one named against John J. Harden and others 
fof infringement of patents, trade-marks, etc., 
and violation of contract. 

Mr. Clark and his Eastern friends have 
brought suits for their own protection and in 
their own interests.

Then again quite a large 
number of visitors were present from Wasbing- 
ton and Greene Counties, Pennsylvania. The 
The Blaine and Logan Club of Washington and 
Jefferson College was a noticeable feature of 
the parade. Mr. Bilaine’s train, instead of 
running into Bellaire depot, was switched off 
and the party placed in carriages and 
escorted to the Globe Hotel. It was soon 
noised about that Blaine had been 
smuggled inte the city without notice 
to the waiting people, and as soon as 
his place of concealment was known the srowd 
invested the botel and remained there until 
Mr. Blaine again entered his carriage. This 
was his first appearance, and the demonstra- 
tion was simply tremendous. Cheers, yells, 
and shouts greeted him, and his progress was 
hghted by the glare of red fire. The landau in 
which Mr. Blaine rode also contained his son 
Walker, the Hon. John H. Ewing of Washing- 
ton, Pa., ana the Hon. Lorenzo Danford of 
Ohio. The carriage moved with difficulty to- 
ward the eust side of the public square, 
where a stand had been erected. <As Mr. 
Blaine mounted the platform the crowd 
gave him three cheers and repeatedly called his 
name. He greeted the Hon. Seth L. Milliken 
of Third Maine District. his own successor 
in Congress, and took a seat. 

With Mr. Blaine was the Hon, John H. Ewing 
of Washington, Pa., the oldest living graduate 
of Washington and Jefferson College, of which 
Mr. Blaine is himself an alumnus. Mr. Ewing 
is nearly 90 years ot age, and was treated with 
almost filial attention by Mr. Blaine. He had 
made the trip to see Mr. Blaine, whose father 
had been his friend fifty years ago, when Maj. 
Ewing was a lawyer and Mr. Blaine Sr. was a 
Washington County official. 

As soon as Mr. Blaine obtained a position on 
the stand the crowd madea rusb to shake 
bands with him, and before it could be pre- 
vented several hundred persons had pressed 
around bim. Col. Poorman finally bad the 
people partially excluded and said: Mr. 
Blaine must not be butchered in this manner. 
We want to use him for the next four years.” 
Mr. Blaine then came forward and bowed tothe 
thousands. Chauncey Richards of Cincinnati 
was then introauced by the Hon. Lorenzo Dan- 
ford. Mr. Richands, who is a most entertain- 
ing speaker, spoke till the head of the parade 
reached the stand, when he retired. 

THE PARADE. 

The parade was the most inspiring and by 
all odds the largest ever seen in Southern Ohio. 
The clubs that participated were all nicely uni- 
formed, and in a large number of instances 
dispensed with the use of torches. The Plumed 
Knichts of Wheeling, as usual, were assigned 
the place of honor at the head of the proces- 
sion.

EPIDEMIO DISEASES. 


Pleuro-Pneumonia in Indiana—Glan- 
ders and Hog-Cholera in Iowa. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 4.—[Special.)—A 
resolution has been passed by the State Board 
of Health requesting the Secretary of tune 
Treasury to aid in preventing the introduction 
of epidemic diseases into the country and sup- 
pressing the same. This has especial reference 
to pleuro-pneumoniajfamong cattle, and small- 
pox and cholera among men. An outbreak of 
small-pox at Prairietown, in Vigo County, 
twelve miles from Terre Haute, has been re- 
ported to Seeretary Elder of the State Board of 
Health. The disease, which was first diagnosed 
as chicken-pox. was introducedé by some strange 
fishermen on the Wabash River. 

KEoOKUK, Ia. Oct. 4.—Eight horses at Vin- 
cennes, la., are afflicted with glanders. The 
State Veterinarian has been notified and is ex- 
pected to investigate. A meeting of citizens 
was held, and the diseased animals were or- 
dered quarantined, and will be shot should the 
State Veterinarian concur in the conclusion as 
to the nature of the disease. The diseased 
horses had been permitted to run at large, and 
other cases are sure to follow. 

DusvugQuE, Ia., Oct. 4.—(Special.}—An epi- 
demic resembling cholera has broken out 
among the hogs in this county. One farmer 
has lost 150 head inside of two weeks, another 
forty head, and others twenty and thirty head. 
Much alarm is felt over the spread of the dis- 
ease.

The Provisional Committee al- 
ready appointed is an influential representative 
body,.jncluding such men as ex-Chairman Scott 
of the London Stock Exchange; Mr. Hutchins, 
a member of the Exchange Committee and a 
large dealer in investment shares; Mr. Messel, 
who is the largest broker in American securi- 
ties on the exchange, and who transacts busi- 
ness for Anglo-American firms; Mr. Milbank, 
a Very extensive broker; Mr. Price, a member 
of the Exchange Committee; Mr. Chinuery, the 
largest American jobber in this market; Mr. 
Powell, of Erie Railway fame, and many other 
financiers. When the scheme of organization 
18. perfected the whole Stock Exchange element 
will withd „leaving the association in the 
hands of highly-paid trustees. If public confi- 
dence in American securities can be secured 
by means of this association it is believed that 
the value of investments in them will be in-

GERMANY. 
THE ACTIVITY OF SOCIALISTS. 

LONDON, Oct,.4.—[Special.]|—Wiliiam Hazen- 
clever, the Socialistic Deputy to the Imperial 
Reichstag from Breslau, in Prussia, has been 
expelled by the authorities from Berlin. Au 
of the great German political parties are be- 
coming exceedingly alarmed at the possibile 
success of the Sqcialists in the coming general 
elections, and the subtle means by which they 
have pushed their candidates into 
prominence in nearly all election dis- 
tricts in the Empire form a fruitful sub- 
ject of discussion in nearly all the 
leading Liberal and Conservative journals. 
The consensus of opinion appears to be that 
they will at least carry twenty-five seats. 
which, if the parties are as evenly balanced as 
they have hitherto been, will virtually give 
them the controlling vote in the Reichstag in a 
division on any important question. Prince 
Bismarck, to whose attention this serious pos- 
sibility has been called, expresses a total in- 
difference to the situation and intimates that 
no matter how many they may send to Berlin 
the law Will be potent epough to keep them 
within proper bounds, 

AFRICAN COLONIZATION. 
The activity of the German Government for 


grave alarm among Euglish merchants. Several 
influential Chambers of Commerce have sent 
sfrongly-worded pétitions to Lord Granville, 
the Foreign Secretary, declaring that the in- 
terests of British shippers and traders domg 
business in Africa are seriously menaced by 
the German invasion, and praying the Govern- 
ment to take energetic measures to protect 
this important trade. The petitioners take the 
ground that the Germans, if allowed to estab- 
ish themselves firmly in the Cameroons dis- 
trict and the other places they seek to occupy, 
would be certain to levy differential 
duties discriminating against British and 
in favor of German products, 
and thus ertshing fair competition. 
It is known, however, that Lord Granville is 
disposed to favor Germau colonization as a 
counterpoise to that of France. He has re- 
cently expressed the belief that the Germans 
would prove more kindly neighbors tban the 
French, and would do less than the latter to 
bamper British trade. 
TROUBLE IN HANOVER. 

According to a dispatch credited to the 
Cologne Gazette, the opening of the Diet of the 
Kingdom of Hanover today was a noisy affair. 
Friends of the Empire and centralization 
cheered loudly at the mention of the Kaiser's 
name, while counter-cheers, equally loud, were 
given for the Guelphs, represented in 
the person of the King. A great deal of bit- 
terness was manifested between the supporters 
of the Imperial policy and those who advocate 
a more perfect local autonomy. 

HERR HEGEL. 

The eminent African explorer, Herr Hegel, is 
expected to arrive in Hamburg shortly. It is 
said that Prince Bismarck has expressed a de- 
sire to meet and eonfer with bim relative to 
the position recently taken by Germany in con- 
nection with ber iannexations of territory on 
the west coast of Africa.

THE LUNAR ECLIPSE. 
SUCCESSFUL SCIENTIFIC OBSERVATIONS. 

Lonpbon, Oct. 4.—[Special. |—The total eclipse 
of the moon which occurred tonight was suc- 
cessfully observed throughout Europe and 
proved a moat interesting spectacie. It began 
at 9:33 p. m. and ended at 1:16 4. m. The view 
of the eclipse in London was superb, the at- 
mosphere being phenomenally clear. Elaborate 
preparations for scientific observations were 
made at Greenwich, Paris, and St. Petersburg, 
and they proved entirely successful. At the 
Trocadero in Péris the public was admitted 
free of charge, and given the use of the tele- 


scopes, while the scientific aspects of the phe- 
nomenon were explained by popular lectures. 
At Laveiette, near Toulon, Prof. Herve ascend- 
ed in a balloon and made careful observations 
of the eclipse.

NO RELIANCE TO BE PLACED ON ARMED MER- 
: CHANTMEN. 

Lowpon, Oct. 4.—({Special.|—The discussion 
as to the alleged inferiority of the British navy 
continues with unabated vigor in the papers 
and in commercial circles. A mew cause for 
alarm has just been furnished to the public by 
the testimony of Mr. Jobn Burns, Chairman of 
the Cunard Steamship Compafy, and other 
admitted experts. They ridicule the idea that 
any reliance could be put upon armed mer- 
chantmen in case of war. This has 
hitherto been a pet theory with the 
économists, who have pointed to the 
splendid ficets of swift steamers owned 
by the Cunard and other lines as the reserve 
of the British navy. Mr. Burus points out that, 
with the improvements in modern gunnery, in 
torpedo warfare, and in swift steel cruisers, 
the finest vessels of the Cunard Line would be 
at the mercy of foes far inferior to them in 
size. He insists that the Government should 
no longer cherish any delusion on this subject, 
but should awake to the fact that the building 
of a lage number of fast armored cruisers is 
imperatively necessary.

TEN SOLDIERS BURNED TO DEATH. 

Lospox, Oct. 4.—A dispatch trom Copen- 
hagen states that ten soldiers were burned to 
death while attemptmg to save some effects in 
the royal palace at Christiansboro, which was 
destroyed by fire last night. At the time the 
dispatch was sent it was feared that Thorwald- 
sen's Museum would also be consu med.

How the Trouble Originated~Threats that 
There Will Be No Non-Union Men 


Left by Spring. 


The trouble between the union and non- 
union molders in and about the stove and range 
manufactory of Cribben & Sexton will, unless 
something 1s done, result in serious conse- 
quences. The manufactory is quite extensive, 
and stretches alongon the south side of Erie 
street from No. 54 to No. 90. Windows are 
plentiful, or were until lately, when brickbats 
have shattered pane and sash. The strike com- 
meneed April 28, and since that time a force of 
non-union men has been employed. Alleged 
union molders have ever since hung about the 
factory from early morning until time to close 
for the night, taking every occasion to annoy 
and assault the abs,“ as they call those 
who are not members of their society. 
Three or four days ago a man 
named Anthony Copp, who had 
been employed for some months as a non-union 
man, quit work, announced that he was going 
to join the union, and, having received his pay, 
started out to meet his enemies and, if possible, 
gain their good will. He met a crowd of them 
in an adjacent saloon and bought drinks for 
the crowd, and stated his determination. In- 
stead of receiving him cordially they fell upon 
him in a frenzy of rage, beat his head almost 
to a jelly witn bludgeons and boot-heeis, and 
the poor man isin the County Hospital with 
his life still despaired of. 

HOW PATTON WAS TREATED. 

Friday evening a non-union molder named 
Manus Patton, who bad been assaulted while 
returning from his work on three different oo- 
casions, made up his mind that he would join 
the union and gain the favor of his persecutors. 
He quit work and was paid off. 
was almost precisely similar to chat of Copp, 
mentioned above. He took a crowd in to 
drink, and after he had spent his hard-earned 
money and announced that he desired 
to join the union he was set upon by the cow- 
ardly gang, who were armed with loaded canes 
and bludgeons. He received seven severe 
wounds about the bead. and was kicked in the 
left eye, after which they ran away, leaving 
the poor fellow for dead. At the beginning of 
the assault Patton ran into the house of a 
friend, Richard McDonald, at No. 118 Brie 
street, but the assasins followed, broke open 
the door, and then ran away, disappearing in 
the dimly-lighted streets and alleys of the 
neighborhood. Patton was taken to the Alex- 
jun Brothers’ Hospital, where the physicians 
pronounced him in a critieal condition. He 
had been working for the firm about three 
months. The chances are that he has done his 
last day’s work. 

There bage been many other outrages com- 
_ mitted upon the workmen and property of 
Cribben & Sexton. The neighborhood is a rough 
one, and it is dangerous for a stranger day or 
night. A few days ago a man from New Mexico, 
having business with the firm, called upon 

them and paid bis bill. As be was leaving the 
office a gang of the brutal hoodlums of the 
neighborbvod without warning assauited him 
with loaded canes, knocking him senseless and 
rifling his pocketsin broad daylight on Erie 
street. The New Mexican said afterwards that, 
supposing he was in the limits of civilization, 
he had left his artiliers at his hotel upon the 
Nhe people all about there are in full 
— with the roughs, applaud their most 
brutal and lawless acts, and fill the air with 
their denunciations of the “domed scabs.’ 
But ir animosity extends even beyond the 
non-union men, for it is absolutely unsafe for 
any man to walk about the streets who wears 
a clean shirt. Asis usual in such cases the 
women are worse than the men in urging on 
violence, wrong, and bloodshed. The saloon- 
keepers occupy a sort of “good Lord—good 
Devil” poskion, and, while deploring the 
present troubles because it hurts trade, are 
supposed to stand in with the victorious party, 
whiohever it may be. It is asad fact that the 
policemen are toa man don on the scabs,” 
and willingly take a short walk at any time to 
avoid seeing a poor working molder done 

up. 

A BESIEGED MANUFACTORY. 

Yesterday afternoon a reporter for Tux 
TripUune called at the factory of Cribben & 
Sexton to inquire about the cases of violence 
spoken of above. Before reaching the door he 
was obliged to pass through a crowd of men 
who were talking in a threatening and angry 
manner. When Mr. Cribben was spoken to he 
said the crowd had alt day been bothering his 
workmen. The weather was hot and the 
neighborhood of molten iron did not have a 
tendency to produce a cool breeze. The men 
were occasionally obliged to step to the alley 
doors to get a breath of air. About twenty or 
thirty of the most desperate of the roughs were 
there with bricks and stones in their hands. 
Whenever a molder showed his face 
at door or window he became a target 
for stones thrown with vicious force. Sud- 
denly there seemed to be a concerted attack, 
and a volley of bricks and stones came through 
the windows among the working molders. This 
caused the latter to become desperate, and two 
or three men with revolvers ran out into the 
yard and fired into the crowd some six or seven 
shots, which caused a hasty retreat upon the 

t of the assailants. It was found that 

enry Coon, living at No. 28 Wade street, 24 
years old and single, had received a bullet 

through the fleshy part ot the thigh. He was 
taken to a drug-store, where he received medi- 
cal atgention, and from thence was taken to his 
home. This prompt action on the part of the 
workers caused a temporary cessation of hos- 
tilities. Complaint was made at the Chicago 
Avenue Police Station, and a patrol-wagon 
with six officers came thundering up to the 
factory, and followed by a crowd of perhaps 
200 men and boys. The mob was quiet, but all 
were excited and angry, talking in low tones in 
groups among themselves. The reporter beard 
more than one desperate threat against the 
non-union mens as be stood in the crowd, ‘* The 
days are getting shorter.“ said one unpleasant- 
looking customer. When it gets dark at 6 
o'clock we'll whittle them p* pretty fast. There 
won't be a d—d one of them left by next 
spring! 
CHARGE AND COUNTER-CHARGE. 

Martin Barnett, a man living at No. 35 Ontario 
street, pointed out two of the molders to the 
officers as the ones who did the booting. He 
was taken to the station and booked as a wit- 
ness. Later on Mr. Cribben charged him with 
having upon a previous occasion assaulted 
one of his men with a pickax, and Barnett was 
accordingly charged with an assault witha 
deadly weapon. The men charged with doing 
the shooting were booked as having committed 
an assault with deadly weapons, and were

They 
are of all sorts and conditions—-plebeian, middie 
clase, and patrician —divided off in little cliques 
or banding together in delightful disregard of 
the conventionalities of life, as the case may be, 
but always happy, frolicsome, and tireless. 
There are all sorts of aids to their diversion— 
the ewings, ferocious wooden horses, and all 
the regular Champs Elysées attractions in full 
blast. At the little tents which serve for shops 
the small customer spends his centimes in 
treating his friends to ice-cream with two 
spoons to each giass. The Marchand de Piai- 
rer is beseiged by an eager clientéle, each with 
soa in hand, and the limonadier is followed 
by a procession of tbirsty little patrons. The 
sand is the great delight of the littie people, 
and from morning till dark the everlasting dig- 
ging gees on. About twenty boys and giris 
whom I have watched for a day or two past 
bave built fortifications which, if unstable in 
material, are of great creditin design. A 
bright-taced lad of perbaps 12 told me 
with repressed excitement that ther 
should deciare war against the opposing 
forces. tomorrow morning—had intended 
doing so this very afternoon, but the mamma of 
his commanding officer had not quite finished 
that austere person’s regimental costume, and 
hence the delay. “Mais demain? Af nous 
allons nous battre comme des vraies soldats. 
It ie charming to see the freedom allowed the 
children; even the baby noblesse is permitted 
to off shoes and stockings and wade in the 
of water left by the receding tide. There 
a hundred qr more now while I write 
dancing about in the delightful abandon of 
babybood; little girls of & with petticoats 
tucked up and arms bare to the shoulder, and 
mites of boys of the same age all legs and 
arms anparentiy—ali in the water nearly up to 
their knees. Every once in a while a shrick is 
heard, and a nurse-maid rushes to detach 
a daring shrimp froma rosy little foot, a crowd 
of small sympathizers coliect at once around 
the victim, who is quite the hero for a moment, 
until the attention of bis fickle audience is at- 
tracted by a shriek in another direction. All 
day long y frolic bere, working like little 
siaves in fortification yonder, spending 
hours of delicious far niente in childish babbie 
a hundred yards further away. It is good in 
this too practical worid tu see so much abandon 
and insouciance, for even our babies are often- 
times too much the children of their century— 
too practical and far, far too wise.

FALLING A MILE. 


A Startling Adventure in a Balloon— 
Tissandier and Gower’s Trip from 
Auteull—A Dangerous Journey — 
Dropping Like a Shot from the 
Clouds to the Earth. 

Paris News, Sept. 11: Monday a startling ex- 
perience of Messers.“ Gaston Tissandier and 
Frederick Gower, busband of Nordica, the 
Amcrican prima-donna, showed that the prac- 
tical dangers of baliconing are still far from 
being surmounted bowever well actual disas- 
ters may be avoided by coolness and skill. These 
two gentiemen ascended from the Tissandier 


| establishment at Auteuil about 1 o'clock, to 


continue a series of scientific experiments upon 
certain theories advanced by M. Gower. They 
sailed slowly across Paris to the southeast at a 
hight of about 1,500 feet, and disappeared in 
the direction of Vinceffmes. In answer to the 
inquiry ot a Morning News representative M. 
Gower relates what befell the voyagers after- 
ward. ; 

“We were at a hightof 6,000 feet. above the 
Village of Fontenay. A fete was going on 
there, and the faint echo of drums, mingled 
with the cries of children and the barking of 
dogs, just reached our ears amid the awful 
silence of the heavens. We were among the 
clouds of the lower stratum, and had before 
our eyes the magnificent spectacie of their 
formation. The forces of Nature moved them 
toand fro inakindof suilen majesty, now 
piling them into a mountain just above our 
heads, and then, as the mass toppled to its fall, 
dispersing it suddenly, as by a blow from the 
hammer of some invisible Titan, makmę rifts 
through which we saw the tair green lands, and 
then quickly closing them, as the vaporous 
monsters rolled into fresh combinations. It 
was the inner temple of creative power, per- 


baps the grandest sight revealed to human 
eyes, and we stood entranced in silent admira- 


“Suddenly we felt a breath of cold and 
biting air, as though the world had revolved be- 
neath us and brought us over the Pole. At 
the same moment, the needle upon a vertical 
scale (from which I bad been reading indica- 
tions of eve) began to travel with a startling 
speed. A sound like the roar of surf filled our 
ears for an instant, and then gave piace to the 
noise of the fete, which had now swelled into 
acry, as it seemed, from every living thing 
below. Tissandier threw out sand, and the 
sand flew upin our faces. Our breath came 
short and hard, and we felt the rushing air as 
On a steamer against the wind. We were fall 
ing, suddenly, as though the great globe above 
our heads had given way! Yet nothing visible 
bad happened, save that the under surface of 
the envelope had all at once grown bollow and 
wrinkled, like the face of an aged man. The 
clouds were gone, as by magic, and the earth 
was rushing at us, with its thousand voices in 
tull ry. Tissandier stood cool and firm, dexal- 
ing out ballast with steady hand and counting 
the bugs that remained. 

Stand by the anchor,’ he said, quietly, as 
if at his study-table, and be ready to cut away 
when I tell you.’ 

“Down we went; the drag-rope touched the 
earth—trailed across the fields, with scarcely 
perceptible difference in our fall. The ground 
seemed alive with men hurrying from every 
side, with here and there a horseman among 
them. A meadow whs just beneath, anda 
quick glance beyond showed the edge of a for- 
est. The balloon trembied as from a biow, and 
our speed across the field was suddenly dou- 
bied. We had fallen into a squall. 

Cut away.“ said the steady voice of the 
acronaut, and the anchor fell. Over went a 
bag of ballast, tom, and thus suddenly light- 
ened by thirty pounds the balloon regained its 
poise at fifty feet above the ground, and our 
tall of a mile through the air was sately ended. 

Never was sound precept more quickly fol- 
lowea by practical illustration. Less than an 
hour before Tissandier had been dwelling upon 
the need of reserving ballast as a precauuon. 
*There are in the air,’ said he, * occasional 
rarefactions into which a baitoon can fall witb- 
out the slightest warning. When you ate near 
the ground it does not much matter. But no 
prudent aeronaut, at a hight ot a thousand 
metres or more, will allow bis ballast to become 
even nearly exhausted.” And this was pre- 
cisely what our own case showed so shortly 
afterward.

Papers Read by Various Distinguished Peo- 
ple in Their Lines of Thought The 
First Day's Work, 


BIRMINGHAM, Sept. 18.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.}—** Why do you call your teacher a big 
fool, when he is cleverer thao you in every 
way?“ So asked a parent of ber Johnny, to 
which the exuberant yet candid youth replied: 
“I suppose it's because I'm a little fool.“ 
There is a great lesson in this, and one by 
which most men may profit. There was at least 
one good thing during the Middle Ages, which 
was that while they lasted ignoramuses and 
petty blockheads aid not revile and ridicule 
men and things which were above their com- 
prebension. Fools who knew nothing of lan- 
guages or learning, science or art did not pro- 
claim that all these things were of little worth 
because, forsooth, they did not understand 
them or because they were out of the petty 
Vuigar ruts in which their little lives were 
spent. But ridicule arose and attained strength 
and influence, and it was a power far more 
abused than weil used. In the time of Charles 
Il. it was fashionable to sneer at antiqua- 
rians and men of science, the Mer 
ry Monarch contributing his  misera- 
ble mite to the discreditable mass. 
All men of learning who were not rakes or 


-buffoons were popularly rated as musty ped- 


ants. In France Moliére ridiculed the men of 
medicine in such a way as to present them all 
to the world as mere quacks. Then, with the 
masses, Latin became a byword for labor lost, 
philosophy for folly, and criticism for fauit- 
finding. There is at the present day, perhaps, 
nq gountry in the world in which as much of 
bold and ignorant discredit of higber learning 
and culture exists as Mm America. As a boy, 
familiar with many very prominent and 
wealthy business-men, I can remember that by 
them a college education was always regarded 
as an incumbrance to true success in life, and 
I well recall how a certain great banker, 
speaking with sincere scorn of Latin, Greek, 
and Hebrew, tried to persuade me to cast aside 
all thoughts of such rubbish. 

This vastiy-extended depreciation of higher 
learning has always been manifested in a great 
popular indifference to the meeting and con- 
ventions of scientific and philosophical socie- 
ties and conferences on art and education. 
The majority of the world treat these as if their 
members got together to hear themselves talk 
and to print reports which are never read, and 
Small, would-be witty reporters, and stiil 
smaller baif humorists, get off their thin, sour 
dish-water sayings, which they would fain have 
the worid mistake for sharp vitriol, in ridicule 
of what they do not understand.

But very recently there has been a great 


change as regards this want of popular re- 
spect and interest for smentific meetings, es 
pecially in England. For all the worid, even 
the fools of Philistia, are beginning to awake 
to the fact that, unless houses are cleaned, 
people will die; that children, if pot taught, 
will grow up in ignorance; and that, finaliy, if 
manufactures are not very mucb stimulated in 
every way and art be not introduced to the 
manufacture, other nations will drive them out 


of the market. And they are beginning to per- 


ceive, albeitas through a glass, darkly, that the 
child, while at school, muy be taugut such 
ginnings of industry as will actually enable hi 
to obtain employment on leaving it, True, the 
Philistine bas fought al! this and denied it all, 
and made fun of it as so much moonshine, but 
facts are stubborn things, and now he is attend- 
ing, with some small semblance of increased 
respect, to those who can teach him how to put 
money in his purse and prolorg bis valuadie 
existence and enable him to get his offspring 
off bis hands a few years sooner than of yore. 
For this science can do for him. and therefore 
be is beginning to be rather more respectful to 
science. The conferences at the Health Exhi- 
bition this summer attracted popular 2 
as nothing of the kind had done during the last 
century. Thanks to the cholera, sanitation is 
beginning to interest everybody. Little by little 
the men who babitually ridicuied reformers 
are inning to believe that the awful prob- 


lem of human misery and even o! crime may 


be successfully understood and confined within 
their hmits, if not mastered. 


THE SOCIAL SCIENCE CONGRESS, 


The result of this all, as regards a certain pop- 
ular awakening to common sense and truth, is 
that the Renaissance begun at the Health Ex- 
hibiaon is to be continued ona grand scale at 
the meeting of the Social Science Congress in 
Birmingham. As a member of this congress I 
am happy to be able to furnish your readers 
with what I trust will be a fair account of its 
scope, nature, and proceedings. The subjects 
which areto be treated are law, including, of 
course, medical jurisprudence, and the re- 
pression of crime, uceation, béalth, econ- 
omy, art. Thus, in the law seen papers 
and discussions will be read or held as to 
whether it de desirable to introduce to the 
United Kingdom an official record of rights 
and interests in land such as exists in the 
Australian coionies. What reiorms are desir- 
able in relation to the detention of lunatics and 
the care of their property. What amendments 
are requir d in the system of local govern- 
ment in England with regard to areas, fune- 
tions, and representative or other authori- 
ties. In the repression-of-crime section it 
wil be considered whether prisons 
can be rendered in any considerable 
degree self-supporting, in accordance with 
good discipline and moral aims. Should 
schools of discipline be established for juvenile 
offenders, and what means would reduce the 
traffic in stolen property. In education: Do 
the powers now exercised by the Charity Com- 
missioners over the endowed schools of the 
country stand in need of modification, and, if 
60, in what manner? How far are the require- 
ments of the country for well-trained teachers 
in elementary schools met by the pupil-teacher 
system and the training colleges? Should prog- 
ress or results be chiefly regarded in testing 
the efficiency of schoois? In health: What is 
the best method of Gealing with town sewage, 
etc.? What are the best means of rende 
the homes of the poor properly habitable? How 
far may the average death-rate of a population 
be considered an efficient test of its sanitary 
condition, and how can the high deuth-rate of 
chiidren be reduced? In economy and trade: 
Would it be advantageous to give leaseholders 
powers entitling them to the purchase of the 
fee simple of the lands they occupy or other- 
wise to interfere by law with the prevailing 
system of building and other long leases? 
What has been the working of the Employers’ 
Liability act of 1880, andis any amendment of 
it desirable? What is the socia! condition of the 
working classes in 1884 as compared with 1857, 
when the first meeting of the National 
Association for the Promotion of So 
cial Science was held in Birmingham, 
and in what way can the wor classes best 
utilize their savings? Finally, it will be in- 
quired in art whether clementary instruc- 
tion is made an essential part of the national 
education. What isthe value to the ear, the 
mind, the health, and the disposition of the 
young produced by class instruction in music? 
How can a love and appreciation of art be best 
developed among the masses of the ? 

I bave given these subjects in fuil, 
it will be seen on reflection that they actually 
embrace almost everything which the social 
condition of the English people at present calls 
for. These are, bowever, only the special 
questions. Any member, if be has an idea” 
of any value not embraced in these, can be 
heard if be desires tobe. These are the so- 
called voluntary papers,” and it is reported 
that a number of very interesting ones wili be 
presented.

may be here observed that no man in England 
has done so much as Walter Besant to bring 
this question before the world or labored so 
zealously for its solution. And if it be true, as 
it has been often asserted, that the novel with 
a purpose is the only real novel of the present 
day, Besant is certainly the greatest living En- 
glish novelist. And there is, indeed, something 
of a difference det novels in 
which the heroines have high ana no- 
ble aims and those in which the 
feeble, cranky flirtations and semi-insane ca- 
prices of illiterate and self-willed idiotic beau- 
ties are set forth with all the minute analysis 
of a Balzac.“ (This as a digression!)

A GENERAL INTEREST, 

Nothing of the kind bas ever béfore excited 
such attention in England as this congress. 
The reasons for it are manifold. Of late years, 
and especially this year, it seems as if all at 
once a feverish rivalry has sprung up between 
all the great nations of Europe. They have all 
realized all at once that they want foreign 
markets, colonies, power to supply them 
with better goods, and for this they want 
at home health, higb wages, and inducements 
to make skilled labor or clevernese stay at 
home. All of this means better lodgmgs, more 
health, more art culture, more development of 
ali the problems of social science. The com 
mon Philistine may say that this can all take 
care, of itself so far as be and his are con- 
cerned, but his betters know better. Many 
causes have within a short time brought it 
vividly home to all intelligent and large-mind- 
ed Englishmen that the problems to be treated 
at this congress are of vital and imminent im- 
portance—a great authority recently declared 
that to be called to take part in it was a greater 
honor toan to be knighted or made a lord. 
For what is said nowon these subjects is 
printed and discussed with intense interest by 
everybody. Perhaps the question which of all 
others most concérns England is to find out 
how to become a truly artistic nation, since on 
that more than augut else ber future prosper- 
ity as a manufacturing country depends. The 
great art-schools of South Kensington and 
Manchester have been established with only 
very partial success. Now it is beginning to 
be felt that we must go far deeper, and that it 
is in every school, however small, and in 
every family, that art must begin. Henee the 


interest in the Cottage or Village School Arts 


Association, which is spreading daily into 
every hamlet in Great Britain; hence the de- 
sire to know if drawing ought to be made a 
part of all school education, and, if so, what 
kind of a drawing it shouid be. There is a 
widespread conviction that the great staples of 
iron and cotton in their coarser forms cannot 
long be produced more cheaply in Eogiand 
than elsewbere. Therefore drawing and art 
must become a part of the life of every child 
who is to work at a trade, and how is it to be 
done? Certainly not by making pictures of 
castles and cattie, birds and flowers. This does 
not train a child to produce patterns for car 
pets, wall-papers, leather, stencils, furniture, 
or metal work. Neither does it teach the use 
of tools, of modeling, or carving. Yet every 
child from 12 to 14 can do all this admirably 
well, and learn to do it while at school, as the 
Philadeiphia schoo! proved perfectly, and that 
for the first time in the history of education. 
THE MEETING. 

The twenty-eighth annual congress of the 
Social Science Association began yesterday 
evening, Sept. 17, in the lecture theatre of the 
Midiand Institute, When, Mr. G. W. Hastings, 
M. P., in the chair, the Rt.-Hon. Shaw Lefevre, 
the President, delivered the opening address. 
He pointed at in a masterly, though entirely 
dry and matter-of-fact manner, the good re- 
forms which the society bad effected and the 
others which remained for it to achieve. It 
18 NOt saying too much that for a quarter ofa 
century it has en incessantly active in 
everything for the practical good of the peo- 
ple, be it legal, sanitary, educational, or per- 
taining to culture and amusements. There 
are few men of science, few gifted with public 
spirit, who have not worked with itor for it. 
And be concluded by remarking that there 
never was a time when so many economic 

uestions demanded attention as at present. 

e meeting concluded with some rather gaod 
but decidedly ponderous humor from Lord 
Norton, who moved a vote of thanks. 

This morning began with an addressin the 
Jurisprudence Department by the eminent 
John Westlake, Q. C., LL. D., to which I listened 
with great pleasure. He was succeeded by 
Messrs. Leach and Chalmers. It being then 
time for me to attend to my own duties, I left 
for the Art Department, over which the Kt.- 
Hon. A. J. Beresford Hope presided. This 
gentieman has in every remark a rare vein of 
numor which is never forced and never out of 
place—a great gift for a Chairman, enabling 
him to make the driest details agreeable. On 
the question of the day—Ought drawing to be 
made a part of National education?—[ was pre- 
ceded by the well-known Roland Hamilton and 
J. P. Seddon, F. R. S. and B. A., the former 
very wisely arguing that all elementary 
drawing should be in outline; the latter 
pointing out with great skill and 
ingenuity the advantages to health, such as the 
improvement of the sight, resulting from art 
culture. Aslam, I believe, the only American 
who bas a partin the proceedings of this con- 
gress, Iam happy to say that my reception was 
most enthusiastic, and that the remarks made 
upon it by the Chairman and others were far 
beyond anything I ever dreamed or hoped for. 
To my gratification there was a lady present, a 
former writer on education who had visited the 
Children’s Art School in Philadelphia, and who 
confirmed what I said of its success, 

Very able papers were read in the Repression- 
of-Crime Section by Mr. J. 8. Dugdale, O. C., 
George J. Holyoke, and Ald. Manton. The lat- 
ter was specially interesting, as showing the 
many employments suitabie for prisoners which 
might be put into use. In Economy and Trade 
the leading paper was by John Emmett, fol- 
lowed by a comment from the well-known 
Leoni Levi. Then sewage, and especially 
cholera, was treated with ability by Capt. 
Douglas Galton and Messrs. Tait and Pritchard. 

Great pains have been taken to show every 
Kind of hospitality attention to the mem- 
bers of the congress. I myself am the guest of 
ex-Mayor White at his beautiful villa in Sir 
Harry's Road. Tonight the Mayor (W. Cook) 
gives an entertainment; tomorrow Oscar 
Browning, whose guest I was lang syne at Eton, 
Will deliver an address; and during the week 
the great manufactories and lions in or about 
the town are to be visited. All the clubs are 
open to the guests, and a guide to everything 
conducive to comfort and amusement has been 
published for and is given to them. That the 
bospitality is very real I realized from this, that 
when my address was over [ was forthwith 
marched off by a genial gentieman to his ciub 
to lunch, where I was introduced to many men 
who made me promise to visit Birmingham and 
stay with them. And it may be noted that 
when an Englishman gives an invitation he 
always means it in serious earnest.

Many wild scenes were enacted there. There 
wus @ museum in the basement filled with casts 
of mammoth animals, petrified whales, a gigan- 
tic sarcophagus, and stone fish of enormous 
size.

ALD. GRANT. 

The new building is comfortable and cozy. I 
sat on the piazza with a couple of friends 
smoking when somebody pointed down the 
road toa young man who sat ina skeleton 
wagon and drove a roan mare.

He was 
born in Twenty-seventh street, has lived here 
all his life, and knows the town from the Bat- 
tery to the Harlem River. He is grave and al- 
most solemn. He is by no means taikative, 
but is a good listener, and he is unquestionably 
an incurruptible man. When Jake Sharp at- 
tempted to steal the franchise for a surtace- 
road on Broadway a few weeks@go the Alder- 
men were bribed into holding a special meeting 
and giving away the franchise for nothing. It 
was a gift of $1,000,000. The Aldermanic 
thieves received for their share in the work 
sums varying from $10,000 to $20,000. Mr. 
Sharp got thoroughly left, as the courts de- 
cided the action of the Aldermen illegal. It is 
not on record that the Aldermen returned the

“LORD” ABERCROMBIE. 

Saturday I accidentally rau into a blonde 
man on the corner of Sixteenth street and 
Broadway. He put out bis hand good-natured- 
ly and we walked a biock or two together. He 
was shmly built, elegantly attired, wore a pair 
of yellow side-whiskers and a waxed mustache, 
was well gloved and booted, and carried a silver- 
topped stick. He held a singie-giass in 
bis right eye without muec apparent 
effort, and looked very much indeed like 
a fashionable English gentleman. When I first 
knew Lord Abercrombie "’ he displayed a full 
beard and had bis pockets full of $100 bilis, 
This was in the early part of the summer. He 
had a.dog-cart, a valet, three bulldogs, and in- 
numerable clothes. He played the races, made 
$2,000 or $3,000, bought a year-old colt at 
Sheepshead Bay for $800, entered him in a race, 
and won $3,000. Then he arranged a special 
race with Mr. Berry Wall's mare Walifiower 
for $2,000 a side, and won that too. After that 
he sold bis horse for $1,800 and painted a large 
portion of New York & luridtinge. He became 
one of tae most popular men about town, 
spent money like a millionaire, and was 
every man’s friend. His manners were 
quiet but cordial, and he wae al- 
ways serene, placid, and content. I re- 
member one night, particularly, he came to 
Delmonico’s in the most gorgeous of evening 
a:tire, followed by four or five sycophants, 
and ordered dinner for them all. Betore he 
left there were a dozen men around his table. 
About 1 o'clock the following mornimg be came 
bustling into the London Club in Twenty- 
ninth street, followed by the same crowd, and 
threw a hundred-dollar bill down on the bac- 
carat table. It won. He took half of it down, 
and the other half was doubled at the nextturn 
of the cards. The men began to whisper to 
each other about Abereromdie's luck.“ He 
appeared to play recklesiy. But it was really 
clever gambling, as be saw that the luck was 
with him. Then he bought the bank for $500 
or $600 and started in. He was wiped out in 
small order, lost $300 or $400 additional, got up, 
smiled, drank a glass of wine, and strolied out 
again. He was an idol among women ior a 
time; then the fact that he was not Lord 
Abercrombie ’’ was exposed, and things became 
so bot for bim that he was obliged to leave 
town. He has since spent every cent that he 
made by his lucky play and run heavily into 
debt besides. But he is precisely the same 
easy-going fellow as he was when he spent his 
hundred dollars a day.

Perhaps one of the most conspicuous figures 
in New York isa man whom no one seems to 
know. I have been introduced to bim twice, 
and once they called him Martin“ and the 
second time Wies.“ A day or two ago & 
iriend of mine told me that ne was really an 
Englishman, and that he had met bim at Han- 
over. My friend said that the name of this 
curious man bad slipped his memory just then. 
At another time a waiter in Brown’s chop- 
hotise informed me quietly that the subject of 
this paragraph is a brother of a hotelkeeper up 
the Catskills, and that he has never been away 
from America in his life. He is the perfect coun- 
terfeit of the London cockney. To my knowledge

He wears such clothes as 
sees caricatured in 
Punch but seldom encounters 
He is about six feet three inches 
tall, extremely round-shouldered, and posi- 
tively the most awkward man I have ever seen. 
His bones are apparently strang together by a 
system of hidden, rusty, and spasmodic wires, 
which seem to work on independent systems in 
different parts of his body. The movements of 
his lens and arms seem entirely independent of 
one anothef, and when he goes plowing up the 
street wayfarers instinctively step aside.

SUCCESSFUL IRISHMEN.

“Geoghegan, poet, saioonkeeper, and politician, 


in the Astor House. He is the best illustration 
one can pick out in New York of the success 
which Irishmen meet with here. Thes 

that God loves the Irish and that Americans 
have no chance for their lives in New York is 
truthful in the extreme. Mr. Geoghegan is 
very broad, very thick, and very short. He 
has a pairof extremely small eyes, which glit- 
ter with worldly shrewdness. He wears a gold 
ox chain across his waistcoat, a huge ring on 
his big left fist, broadcloth clothes, and a plu 
hat. He has a peculiar Celtic nose. Its outline 
concave. It begins at the eyebrows and sweeps 
inward until at the. bridge it is positively flat 
with his cheeks. Then it curves upward ina 
superb sweep, and ends in a point that ldoks 
heavenward when the rest ot Mr. Geoghegan’s 
face is pointed toward the floor. He has a gen- 
uine, broad, clean-shaven, and Irish upper lip, 
und his talk is besprinkied with the most blood- 
curdiing oaths, which he applies in a quiet 
voice as epithets of endearment to his friends. 
After meeting Geoghegan it is impossible to 


believe that be is really the author of the beau- 


tiful poems which appear over his name. He 
writes verses of the most exquisit delicacy, re- 
finement, and beauty. They have been copied 
all over England, and be has received letters of 
a complimentary nature from many poets 
whose names are famous. When Mr. Geoghe- 
gan came over here be was a green Irish boy 
without a cent in his pocket or a prospect in 
the world. He bought a tomato in the street 
just after he landed under the impression that 
it was an apple, and after he bit it he thought 
he bad been poisoned. He lived from hand to 
mouth for a time, but finally scraped 
enough money together to open a gin- 
mili on the corner of Grand and 
Cannon streets. It is not a very impressive 
piace, and it doesn’t pay Mr. Geoghegan much 
more than $100 a day profit; still he 

to rub along on that. He spent $8,000 trying 
to be elected Aiderman in his district during 
the last two years, and failed. 

While I was talking to Billy Geoghegan a day 
or two ago we were joined by another success- 
ful Irieshmano—Mr. John Reiliy—who at present 
holds the office of Register in New York, and 
draws a comfortable income from it of $100,000 
ayear. When Reilly came over he was as 
green as Geoghegan. He, too, went into tho 
liquor business, and then into politics, and now 
he is a prominent factor in the city staff of 
governors. Reilly is a handsome man, his 
clothes are made by a fashionable tailor, and 
he drinks champagne constantly and smokes

THE SPARROW MUST GO. 


A Pestiferous Little Bird That the 
People Have No Use For. 

New York Times: A committee of the Amer- 
ican Union of Ornithologists has taken evi- 
dence against the imported British sparrow, 
and bas indicted him as a nuisance. The com- 
mittee reports that the sparrow is an impostor, 
a thief, and a murderer, and recommends that 
he be exterminated without further delay. 

The story of thé sparrow’s crimes isa pain- 
fuland revolting one. He was brought here 
to destroy the measuring worm which former 
ly infested the shade-trees in our cities. Not 
content with doing bis duty in point of worms, 
the sparrow deliberately and wickedly devours 
grain, and thus ruins the farmer’s most valua- 
ble crop. Filled with hatred of all honest 
birds, the sparcow makes war upon our native 
song-birds, and, according to the testimony 
taken by the committee, he is rapidly extermi- 
nating them. Meanwhile he pays no attention 
to worms, and thus entirely ignores the con- 
tract under which he was brought to this coun- 
try. He is a faithless, graminivorous, murder- 
ous thief, and even the most hardened crow 
looks upon bim with contempt and disgust. 

This is a terrible indictment, but until the 
committee of ornithologists submits its evi- 
dence against the sparrow to the public it will 
not do to assume that the indictment is a just 
one. In behalf of the sparrow it may be urge i 
that he did his full duty in regard to the meas- 
uring worms, and totally exterminated those 
pests in this city. Is it fair to ignore this fact, 
and is it reasonable to complain that the spar- 
row no longer feeds on measuring worms, when 
the simple truth is that there are no more 
measuring worms for bim to eat? In the ab- 
sence of measuring worms the sparrow has 
contracted the habit of eating grain. This is 
also the habit of many of our native singing 
birds whose threatened extermination by the 
sparrow is bewailed by the committee. In 
what respect is the graminivorous sparrow 
worse than other greminivorous birds? Of 
course, if he is more numerous than other birds 
he will eat more grain, but is it just to call him 
a criminal because he multiplies more rapidly 
than our native} birds? 

That the sparrow is exterminating our song 
birds may be doubted. He does not extermi- 
nate the English song birds, and if it be true 
that as soon as he reaches this country he 
plunges into murder and other crimes we must 
make the humiliating admission that there is 
something demoralizing to birds as well as to 
statesmen in our republican atmosphere. 
Doubtiess the sparrow fights occasionally with 
other birds, and, owing to his skill and pluck, 
he usually defeats them. are, however, 
a good many singing birds still left, and if they 
are in process of exterminution by the spar- 
row, the process is a very slow one. It must 
be remembered that an indictment is not a 
conviction, and until the sparrow has had a 
fair triel—with the aid of able counsel—and 
been duly and legally convicted we cannot treat 
him as a condemned criminal. 

But, granting all that is said agaifist the 
sparrow, how is he to be exterminated? It is 
Idle to talk of shooting him, for he is too small 
to be hit by the average eporteman at a greater 
distance than three yards. Even the experi- 
enced German sportsmen who go forth fiom 
this city to the wilds of Long Island. accompa- 
nied by Spitz dogs, rarely succeed in bitting a 
sparrow. Poison, too, is out of the question, 
for, as one of the committee mournfuily re- 
marked, the Australians have already tried to 
poison their sparrows and have in so doing poi- 
coned their chickens, a result as unsatisfactory 
as it was unexpected. 

There remains but one means of exterminat- 
ing the sparrow. To the cat alone can we look 
for efficient aid in carrying out the extermina- 
tion policy. When sparrows are abundant an 
rst cat will easily kili from three to four

when it came to puttimg an edge on a razor. I 
thought that Rarus was the fastest trotter ia 
the world, and so in the winter of 1876-77, 
when we took him to California in company 
with Goldsmith Maid, I resolved to profit by 
another man’s experience. So I asked Budd 
Dobie how to go along with my horse, and he 
told me. I nad him put in à Stall adjoining 
that of the Maid, and tried to learn exactly 
how Doble trained. We were a pretty good 
pair. He was willing to teli me what he know 
about training very fast horses, and I was will- 
ing to learn. I very soon found out that a man 
could get a fast trotter right at an edge in point 
of speed and condition with comparatively little 
work—notbing like the old-fashioned pound- 
ings and long drives that we used to consider 
necessary beiore a horse was fit to go to a race. 
Dobie, by the way, is the best condinoner of 
horses lever saw. and he isa man that is al- 
ways learning something. You never see him 
Splitting out a horse as fast ashe can go two 
or three times every week. On the contrary, 
be always drives them within themselves, and 
the resultof this is that when the day of the 
race arrives they are able and willing to go 
faster and further than he has ever asked them 
to in their preliminary training. 

That is the system that I adopted in dealing 
with Johnston, and the result shows that it is 
the correct one. When I got the horse tast fall 
he was rather thin, having been sick during 
the summer, and my first move was to get him 
in good flesh, for I never was an advocate of 
the theory, held by some people, that a horse 
after being reduced to skin and bones by a 
thorough course of old-fashioned training is 
then in shape to make a oreditable showing. 
The fact of the matter is that I trained John- 
ston just the same as I trained Rarus. I took 
him to Cinciunati and gave him a t num- 
ber of slow miles. I never asked him to go 
fast, but kept letting him step along every day 
& good many miles. Of course I knew that he 
had speed, but I never kept asking 
him. to show it to me every day as a 
boy would took af a new jack-knife. 
What I wanted to do was to beat all the trot- 
ting and pacing records with that horse so far 
that there would be a mask for the rest of 
them to shoot at thal they would not be like! 
to bit for some time to come. Consequentiy 1 
was always careful, both in his work and in 
trials against time, to keep him within his 
powers. The fastest miie that he bas bad in 
bis exervise this season was 2:18. At QGieve- 
land some time ago I drove him a half-mile in 
1:03, the last quarter being done in thirty seo- 
onds, and the last eighth was paced at the rate 
of a mile iu 1:56. This was last June, and it was 
enough fast work forme. It showed me that 
my borse had al) the speed that was wanted, and 
that my business lay in preparing bim to carry 
that speed foramile. When we came to make 
public trials against the watch I Made it my busi- 
ness to never get excited and try to dv some- 
thing wonderful with him when the conditions 
were not favorable. We never had a really 
first-class day and track until we came here to 
Chicago, but I was determined not to drive 
this horse out for the last inch there was in 
bim until 1 did so at a place where it would do 
some good. He seemed to me at Milwaukee 
last week to be in just about the right trim, 
but the day and track did not eractly suit me, 
and although he went in 2:10 there the e was 
no part of a mile that he was forced or driven 
out.“ 

„How did you drive the mile at Chicago?” 

“ Well, it was like this: 1 made up my mind 
some time ago that in order to do a’ mile in 
phenomenally fast time a horse must rate his 
speed in such a way as to make the best possi- 
bie use of his powers. This idea of going away 
from the wire with a horse at the very best 
clip be is capable of showing and keeping it up 
as long as he will go is the wrong one. Conse- 
quently I bave been training mjself for some 
time to time a horse while I was driving him, 
and I have got that part of the business down 
pretty fine. I had a good strong hold of Jonn- 
ston all the way to the half-mile pole, and I 
never began driving him at all until we rounded 
into the homestretch, and even then I did 
nothing but rouse him up a little with the lines. 
It was only after we got inside the distance 
that I spoke to him, and he went away from it 
as if he was just from the barn for exercise. 
Everything was in the horse's favor, and he did 
just what I expected him to do—that is, pace 
a mile a good deal faster than it had ever 
been done before. His fastest mile this season 
was the one in 2:10 at Milwaukee, and 

revious to that he had never gone better than 

‘11%. 80. you see, that to drop from there to 
2:06% was quiteajob. I didn't know to a cer 
tainty that he could do it, because I had not 
been trying him every week to find out. A horse 
will stand one graud drive, but when you come 
to ask him to do his very best every week he will 
begin to get fick of it, and the minute 4 trotter 
or pacer strikes that frame of mind he is not 
going 10 beat his record much. And that is 
why I am not going to drive Johnston another 
mile this season at the very top of his speed. 
Next spring I shall go along easy with him, just 
as I have done this year, and if no bad luck be-

THE BIG TELEPHONE SUIT. 


Lawyers in Congress—Judge Edmunds 
ia Fees, 

New York, Oct. 3.—[Gath. A big telephone 
suit is going on here with both Conkling and 
Eémunds employed in it, and Dickinson, one of 
the leading patent lawyers in the country, also 
engaged. It is said here that Conkiing made 
considerable money after he got to the bar in 
New York, and was tempted to put it into some 
of the Northern Pacific securities and dropped 
the most of it, and that he is therefore labor- 
ing hard again to get something ahead. While 
he is retained a good d 1 do not hear 
much said about him or any special 
effort that be makes. His legal speeches 
seem to be about of the quality of 
his Congressional disputes, highly seasoned 
with personalities, noted fof their strange 
twisted sentences anc quantity of adjectives; 
and some have said that he gets his clients as 
he got his patronage, by the astonishment a 
positive man creates in either financial or po- 
litical circles. 

Edmunds probably ought never to have been 
a Senator. He is a lawyer, first of all and last 
ofall. His mind is not liberal enough nor bold 

ugh for public life. A public man wants to 

extending his influence and range all the 
while, but Edmunds has been asort of apothe- 
cary in statesmanship, measuring out the 
smallest doses and dropping his acrid counte- 
nance at the last into the glass. This small- 
pess, however, well qualifies him for the law, 
as itis now practiced. Our Judges under the 
system of election, especially in the East, be- 
come very careful about pleasing the big law- 
vers who may exerfa ward influence against 
them or may conclude to ruh on the other 
ticket. The New York Judges are generally 
bard-worked men, the best paid Judges per- 
haps in the country, and they have to know all 
about the relations of outside people. 

Iam sometimes astonished that we get as 
good a bench as we have under the system of 
actually making the Judges contribute money 
to their own election. It seems to me that this 
is the last piece of audacity of the politicians 
to go to the man who is to be their Judge with 
& paper and tell him that his assessment is 80 
much. The Judges, however, pay it. The 
ideal editors, if they hear of it at all. think it is 
another sign of our decay. But a people come 
to the likeness of what they worship most after 
awhile. In this locality certainiy, as Capel re- 
marked but yesterday, there is no reverence 
whatever for anything but money. Naturally 
everything. will take that shape. Here are 
parties who go with the profits of speculation 
and pay nearly $1,000,000 for a newspaper. 
The next day they set up an eaitoria: snowing 
that the age is grossiy fond of money, and that 
it must stop. They called out just one day too 
late. People say: What, $1,000,000 for that 
newspaper! Where did they get the money? 
A few years ago they were scraiching to pay @ 
board bill.”

Bra Sanpy, Colo., Sept. 12.— [Editor of Th> 
Tribune. |—In your issue of Sept. 6 I notice an 
item coppied from the Live-Stock Record of 
Colorado referring toasale of wethers for 
three cents per pound gross; also said sheep 
bad shorn eight pounds each, the wool selling 
for 15 cents per pound, holding up the sheep 
husbandry as yet prosperous. As long as such 
items are printed in the several journals of the 
country, without seemg the opposit side, it 
will not only misiead capital that desires in- 
vestment, but will do a great deal of 
injury to sheep husbandry, as such items 
as that referred to are exceptional, the wethers 
being Californians with from fourteen to fif- 
teen months’ fleeces upon them. They are much 
larger sheep than are usually raised in Colo- 
rado. The true condition of sheep husbandry 
in Colorado is far from encouragmg without 
the tariff of 1867 is restored. The reasons tor 
so thinking are apparent upon the face of the 
matter. Weare paying the same labor today 
we were ten years ago, in addition to 25 per 
cent extra tariff to raiiroad corporations to 
draw our clips to the Eastern seaboard.

Missouri River Rates Down to $7.50—The 


and Colorado War Ended for 
a Time. 

The Low Rates Result in a Large In- 
crease of East-Bound shi to 
More Trouble About the te- 
nance of Tariff Rates. | 
The claim that bas been made by the rail- 


roads that a reduction in freight rates would 


not under present circumstances improve sbip- 
ments is disproved by the fact that during the 
last week, when railroads were taking grain 
and provisions from Chicago to New York at 10 
cents less than tariff rates, the shipments of 
fiour, grain, and provisions east from this city 
by the various railroad lines increased nearly 
10,000 tons, and exceeded the shipments for the 
corresponding week of last year by about 3,000 
tons. There can be no doubt but that if those 
low rates had been kept in force shipments 
would have increased. But as a restoration of 
rates to tariff (25-cent basis) has been ordered 
to go into effect at once shipments will soon be 
as light as ever. 

The indications already are that the tariff 
rates just reéstablished cannot be firmly main- 
tained, It transpires that the Lackawanna has 
made large contracts for grase-seeds at a 16 
cent rate which cannot be terminated before 
Oct. 18, Two other lines, it is claimed, ha ve made 
contracts for grain at the same rate, which 
have to run until Oct. 1. It is also charged 
that the Merchants’ Dispatch has been offering 
consignees in New York a rebate of 12% cents 
on butter, which, if true, indicates that this 
line, which is owned by Vanderbilt, does not 
mean to maintain the reguiar rates. Every- 
thing indicates that there will be considerable 
trouble before the Eastern roads will be able to 
maintain the regular tariff rates. 

The Chicago & Grand Trunk during the last 
week carried but 2.8 per cent of the east-bound 
business from the city, which fully confirms 
the assertions of the officers that they took no 
business at the cut-rates which prevailed dur- 
ing the week. It is generally conceded that 
the Grand Trunk showed excellent judgment 
and displayed firme generalship in the way it 
met the onslaught of the other roads. Had it 
foliowed the example of the other roads and 
cut the rates also it would now be out of 
pocket about $100,000, but as it is its surplus 
amounts to little, and it will bardly require 
$20,000 to even up percentages. Another nota- 
able circumstance in last week’s statement is 
that the Michigan Central for the first time in 
many months leads in the amount of business 
carried

General Passenger Agents of the Eastern roads 
received a dispatch yesterday from Mr. E. St. 
John of the Rock Island that his company will 
accept $9.75 as its proportion on through fares 
to Missouri River points. No other road has 
yet given similar notice, It is certain, how- 
ever, that the Alton will do the same thiug, as 
it bas all along been in favor of giving its con- 
nections the benefit of the cut rates: Under 
these ciroumstances all the other roads will 
have to foliow suit. 

The indications now are that the war will be 
confined to the business to Missouri River 
points. The officers of the Rock Island say 
that they mean simply to meet the cuts made 
by the other roads, but they do not mean to 
take the initiative in reducing the rutes to any 
points. When the offices opened yesterday 
morning the rates were quoted by all lines at 
$8.50. It was discovered afterwards that the 
Rock Island was paying the usual commission 
of $1 to scalpers and others on this rate, and 
consequently the rates were reduced to $7.50, 
at which figure they continued during the rest 
of the day. 


The Colorado and Utah Pooling 
Agreement Accepted by the Presi- 
dents of All the Roads. 

The time set for the approval by the Presi- 
dents of the agreement made by the Managers 
of the Colorado and Utah roads to form pools 
on Colorado and Utah business until Jan. 1 
would have expired today bad not at the last 
moment an arrangement been made to extend 
the truce until Nov. 1: An arrangement was 
made by telegraph that the Presidents and 
Managers of the various roads should méet in 
New York Oct. 21, at the Windsor, to consider 
the question of pooling the business and to 
agree upon. percentages. It was thought that 
if the Presidents could agree among them- 
selves the objection of the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fé to having the matter decided by arbi- 
tration would be overcome, 

Last evening, however, a dispatch was re- 
ceived from President Strong of the Santu Fé 
to the effect that he has decided to accept the 
resolution passed by the Managers as to 
Colorado and Utah business, as it has been 
agreed that traffic between points east from 
the Missouri River and Colorado and Utah 
shall be distributed between the lines east and 
west of the Missouri River in an equitable 
manner and without prejudice, it being under- 
stood that the business shall take its natural 
channel without discrimination by any of the 
parties to the agreement. It would appear 
from this that the meeting in New York, if it 
be held at all, will have nothing to do except 
agree upon percentages. This disposes of the 
Colorado and Utah troubles, and places West- 
ern affairs in fair shape until next January. 


Restoration of Peace Among the 
Trans- Missouri -Lines—Freight Rates 
to Be Maintained. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 4.—Important action has 
been taken within a day or two by the manage- 
ment of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé, the 
Union Pacific, and the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Roads, which virtually sets aside for 
120 days the operation of the tripartite 
liance as relating to Colorado, Utah, 
California business and insures the restoration 
of peace among the trans-Missouri roads and 
the maintenance of freight rates.

The St. Paul’s Instructions Relative

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 4.—[Special.|—A. C. 
Bird, General Freight Agent of the St. Paul, 
has issued the foilowmg: ‘The instructions 
relative to the collecuon of excess charges, 80 
far as relates to grain and flaxseed, when load- 
ed in cars with marked capacities of 24,000 to 
26,000 pounds, are hereby amended as follows: 
The rate of 10 cents per 100 pounds in addition 
to tariff, which has heretofore been charged on 
all excess over maximum weights, will here- 
after apply only where the excess amounts to 
more than 1,000 pounds over the maximum 
weight. When the excess is 1,000 pounds or 
less, charges will be collected upon actual 
weight at the regular established billing rates. 


Miscellaneous Items. 

John W. Weed yesterday obtained in the 
New York Supreme Court aa attachment 
against propertyin New York City of the Cen- 
tral Iowa Railroad Company in an action 
brought to recover $150 interest due upon 
bonds. 

The Northern Pacific Bxpress Company has 
relinquished business on all branch lines, con- 
fining themselves to the Oregon Railway & 
Navigation and the Northern Pacific Roads. 
The uuprofitable nature of the relinquished 
traffic was the cause of ita being given up, 

Material progress is making on the Joliet, 
Aurora & Northern Railway, a gang of men 
being now at work at the initial point at Hick- 
ory Creek, in the southeast part of Joliet. The 
right of way has been secured by purebase 
and ordinance through that city, and this por- 
tion of the road will probably be completed this 
month. It is expected that the grading will be 
done to Aurora this fall. 

Samuel C. Schaefer, for the stockholders of 
the Kansas City, Fort Scott & Gulf Railway, 
prays an injunction in the United States Court 
restraining that road from the proposed guar- 
anty of the payment of five years’ interest on 
$1,000,000 bonds to be issued for the construc- 
tion of a branch through Western Missouri 
via Clinton to Springfield.

THH SONG OF BIRDS. 


They Acquire Their Notes by Simple 
Imitation While Very Young. 

Bradford Torrey iu the Atlantic: With all 
this strong tendeney on the part of birds to 
vary their music, bow is it that there is still 
such a degree of uniformity, so that, as we 
have said, every species may be recognized by 
its notes? Why does every red-eyed vireo 
sing in one way and every white-eyed vireo in 
another? Who teaches the young chipper to 
trill and the young linnet to warble? In short, 
how do birds come by their music? Isitalla 
matter of instinct, inherited habit, or do they 
learn it? The answer seems to be that birds 
sing as children talk—by simple imitation. No- 
body imagines that the infant is born with a 
language printed upon bis brain. The father 
and mother may never have know a word of 
any tongus except the English, but if the child 
is brought up to hear only Chinese he will in- 
fallibly speak that and nothing else. And care- 
ful experiments*have shown that the same is 
true of birds. Taken from the nest just after 
they leave the shell, they invariably sing, not 
their own so-called natural song, but the song 
of their foster parents; provided, of course, 
that this is not anything beyond their physical 
capacity. The notorious house sparrow (our 
“English” sparrow), in his wild or semi-do- 
mesticated state, never makes a musical sound; 
but if be is taken in hand early enough he may 
be taught to sing, so it is said, nearly as well 
as the canary. Bechstein relates that a Paris 
clergyman had two of these sparrows whom he 

“had trained to speak, and, among other things, 
to recite several of the shorter commandments, 
and the narrative goes on to say that it was 
sometimes very comical, when the pair were 
disputing over their food, to hear one gravely 
admonish the other: Thou shait not steal!“ 
It would be interesting to know why creatures 
thus gifted do not sing of their own motion. 
With their amiabiliity and sweet peaceabie- 
ness they ought to be ling the whole year 
round. 

Birds sing by imitation, it is true, butas a 
rule they imitate only the notes which they 
hear during the first few weeks after they are 
hatched. One of Mr. Barrington's linnets, for 
example, after beg educated under a titlark, 
was put into a room with two birds of his own 
species, where he heard them sing freely every 
day for three months. He made no attempt to 
learn anything from them, however, but kept 
on singing what the titlark had taught him, 
quite unconscious of anything singular or un- 
patriotic in such a course. This law, that im- 
pressions received during the,immaturity of 
the powers become the unalterable habits of 
the after life, is perhaps the most momentous 
of allthe laws in whose power we find our- 
selves. Sometimes we are tempted to call it 
cruel. But if it were annulled this would be a 
strange world. What a hurly-burly we should 
have among the birds! There would be no 
more telling them by their notes. Thrushes 
and jays, wrens and chickadees, finches and 
— all would be singing one grand med-

4 CHINESE BEGGARS, 

With all other people beggary is an excep- 
tional condition to which the individual may 
sometimes by misfortune be reduced; in Ching 
it is a regular business, beggars being born into 
the profession and bringing up their children 
to it. In every large city there is a vast 
association of mendicants to which every 
one who begs for a living must belong. 
At the head is one styled the Beggar King. His 
authority is absolute, and to bim the others 
are amenable. The society bas a code of rules, 
and by this every begger has a right, according 
to custom, to stand at the doorof a dwelling and 
howl, sing, knock, or make any other noise he 
pleases, until the occupant gives him one cash. 
Then he is obliged to desist and can apply at 
the same place no more that day. Notwo 
are allowed to beg together at the same place, 
yet they are so numerous that few doors are 
free from their clamorings long at atime. The 
proprietors of large establishments, who de- 
sire to save themselves from the annoyance of 
the continual visitations, do so by paying a 
certain sum at onde to the King, who causes a 
written statement to that effect to be 
by the side of the door, and this procures for 
that house certain exemption. No beggar 
dare approach it, for, though tew of them can 
read, all recognize the seal of their chief, and 
ifone transgresses be may be beaten by the 
occupants of the house, or, being reported to 
the King, be more severely punished. Every 
beggar bas hie beat, beyond which he dare 
not go, and has also his superior, to whom

At the risk of being reminded by the few that 
* Queen Anne is dead,“ I will venture for the 
information of the many to state that the En- 
glish took possession of the piace in 1807, it hav- 
ing previously belonged to the Danes. It was not 
much good to the latter, and we wanted it asa 
refuge for our ships in the stormy North Seas 
during the stormier days of the First Napoleon. 
The natives —about 2,000 in number— are easy 
to govern, for the Britisn do it with a Governor 
at £500 a year—whose house, by the by, is ina 
sad state of disrepair—and six coast-cuarde- 
men, with as many muskets and telescopes, the 
latter continuully sweeping the horizon for 
smugglers or the French—who do not come. 

As a sea watering-place Heligoland is, ia my 
humble estimation, not far off perfection, na- 
ture and man navmg cordially codperated in its 
construction. The little streets and little 
houses, squat and firm, as though crouching 
from the mighty winds which often sweep over 
the island. are scrupulously clean, the former 
always neatly paved, the latter much addicted 
to gay oll paint and gayer gardens, brilliant 
with stocks, marigolds, pinks, and other old- 
fashioned flowers. 

There is the Oberland for those who do not 
mind a climb; ana down below at the base of 
the triangle, formed, as it were, of the crumbs 
of the half-eaten cake, ig the Unterland. the 
two regidus being connected by an excellent 
broad staircase in zig-zag. Across the water, 
about a mile away, is along sandbank, where 
the bathing goes on; there are hand machines, 
horses being as rare as elephants in Heligoland, 
and the genders are isolated, as a pedantic 
Scotch pew-opever onve said tome. The biuff 
winds and waves of the North give a wondrous 
appetite and energy, so that one can under- 
stand the brave deeds of the Vikings, who once 
hung about these parts, and, doubtiess, attacked 
oue another out of pure excess of animal spir- 
its. It is questionable, however, whether these 
ber bes fared so weil after their aquatic expliots 
as does the modern Curgast after “ braving 
the deep. There possibly was not much ma- 
terial comfort here in the good old freebooting 
times; but to-day we have brown beer and solid 
Hamburg cooking to still the cravings of au 
appetite whetted by sail or swim. Besides, 
there is a good deal going on to amuse the 
tourist—music, theatre, balls, fishing, sea-bird 
shooting, and the like. 

How little is this charming strip of English 
soil known to Englishmen! There are six Brit- 
ish visitors here now, all told. You can live 
comfortably for 12 to 15 marks (say shillings) 
per diem, and you can get here from London, 
via Hamburg and Cuxhaven, under thirty 


hours, 
ENGLISH POLITIOS. 


The Lords Must Bend or Break. 
London Spectator, Sept. 20: The demand is 
now that the Lords cease to resist the Com- 


mons, giving a pledge of their sincerity by 
passing the Franchise bill without a dissolu- 
tion; and that limited demand will be carried, 
and will, we fully admit, have results as great, 
though not perhaps as far-reaching, as the 
first Reform bill. Day by day the ** demonstra- 
tons grow larger—the one at Glasgow Satur- 
day probably surpassing any yet held—and day 
by day the demand grows more concen- 
trated and definit. The Peers must pass the 
Franchise bill without a dissolution. The 
instant acceptance of the truth that, were the 
right of compelling dissolutions vested in the 
Lords, representative government would cease, 
is a curious feature in the struggie, and marks, 
like the limitation of demand, the practicaloess 
of the people, who, even in the hightof a 
great agitation, know exactly what they want, 
and cannot be turned aside. Just as they 
asked in 1831 that the nomination of representa- 
tives should cease, so now they ask that inter- 
ference witb the decisions of those representa- 
tives should come to afinal end. That granted, 
everything may go on as of old, with the full 
approval of the people, until once more some 
practical grievance is sufficiently felt to call 
out public indignation. 

A great demonstration was made at Glasgow 
Saturday in favor of the Franchise bill. No 
less than 70,000 persons joined in a procession 
of the trades; eight open-air meetings were 
held, at which resolutions supporting the Gov- 
ernment? were passed enthusiastieally; and 
three meetings under cover were held in the 
three largest halls. Mr. Trevelyan addressed 
one of these, in St. Andrew's Hall, in a speech 
in which, after expressing his profound confi- 
dence in the ultimate result, be calied on his 
audience to consider the feelings of the Com- 
mons, who, after five months of weary labor, 
had completed the Franchise bill, and sent it 
up to the Lords only to find it rejected by a 
crowd of Peers who take no part in debate, 
but attend to vote for a prearranged rejection. 
Lord Salisbury, Mr. Trevelyan said, had not 
only rejected it, but. derided the claim of 
2,000,000 who asked to be admitted to the fran- 
chise, and of those vast multitudes who tried 
to show that they approved their claim. 

Mr. Trevelyan ridiculed Lord Salisbury’s anx- 
iety for minorities, pointing out that the Tories 
who rule the election of Scotch and Irish rep- 
resentative Peers never, except through a mis- 
take, allow a Liberal to sit. He denied that the 
new franchise could lessen the influence of the 
agricultural interest, for the 800,000 laborers to 
be enfranchised were the agricultural interest 
themselves. What would suffer was the system 
of allowmg a few families to choose the county 
members. Mr. Trevelyan addressed no menace 
to the House of Lords, but he said: When it 
comes to 200 individuals, who are something 
more than citizens, saying that 2,000,000 of their 
fellow-countrymen shall not be citizens at all, 
a way out must be found, and it is the interest 
of = House of Lords that it should be found 
quickly.“ 


Mr. John Morley spoke at Carlisle, making 
the obstructiveness of the Lords for the last 
itty years the subject of his speech. He was 
bimseit, he said, convinced that compromise 
was the life of politics; but the Franchise bill 
wasa compromise, andif the Lords threw it 
out again that would mean that the minority 
were to govern, and that a Liberal Govern- 
ment must pass a Tory Reform bill. The de- 
mand for redistribution was a demand that 


Tory Lords should dictate to the Commons the | 


method of reform. He held that the offer to 
pass the Franchise bill ff a Redistribution bill 
were introauced would, if accepted, be a be- 
trayal and a humiliation,” and that the proposal 
to send up the bill again and again was useless 
under the Septennial act. He thought that Mr. 
Gladstone, if thus driven, might pose a 
complete Reform bill—one inclu the Fran- 
chise, Redistributian, and the clipping of the 
pinions of the House of Lords. The English 
people were a patient and a conservative peo- 
ple, but they would not endure a stoppage of 
legisiation by a House which had long been as 
injurious in practice as mdefensible in theory. 
If the struggie once began it was inevitabie 
that the days of privilege should be numbered. 


FREDERIC HARRISON ON COMTE. 

Mr. Frederic Harrison delivered, Sept. 5 in 
London, before the members of the Positivist 
Society, an address on he Memory of Au- 
guste Comte and His True Work,“ the occasion 
being the anniversary of the death of that 
philosopher. Mr. Harrison said that if ever a 
philosopher lived the philosophie life it was 
Auguste Comte. Thirty years had passed since 
the system of thought and life he created with 
such gigantic toll of brain was given to the

During the rule of Heury in his father’s Ger- 
man possessions, Archbishop Engelbert revived 
in the See of Cologne, forming a part of the 
Duchy of Westphalia, a mysterious tribunal 
called the Vehmgericht, meaning, according to 
the old German words from which the term 
is derived, a court of justice. The remote 
origin of these courts bas been attributed 
to Charlemagne, who is said by a doubtful 
tradition to have estatlished them as a means 
of preventing the lapse of the Saxons into pa- 
ganism. However this may have been, the 
Veh mgericht began to acquire great importance 
under the rule of Frederick II., though dur- 
ing his absence in Italy. It was prin- 
cipally directed against the tyranny of 
the feudal Barons, whom the ordinary 
of justice failed to restrain. 
The greatest power of the Vehmgericht was not 
until a later period, when even the Emperors 
sometimes bad revourse to this secret tribunal 
for counteracting the power of rebellious no- 
bles, but it was during the Viceroyalty of 
Henry that the court first attained a tion 
of importance. The members of the Veb 
richt were called Schoppen, and were di 
into “ordinary” and initiated members. 
The former were empowered to de 
cide civil causes at a public cuurt held three 
times a year. The latter also beid an open 
court, before which the acoused was sum- 
moned to appear. If he declined or neglected, 
sentence was passed on him in his absence by 
the secret tribunal, which was composed 
wholly of the initiated. This court consisted 
of the Archbishop of Cologne and of no- 
bles, Sheriffs, and executive officers; in later 
times the Emperor himseif presided. The se- 
crecy of the proceedings when the accused 
failed to appear in court was perhaps neces- 
sary as a means of protecting the Judges from 
rivate revenge; but its tendency was to 
ring the Vehmg richt into hatred and 
abhorrence, and it cannot be doubted 
that the mystery of the procedure often 
covered acts of simple injustice. Nevertheless, 
it is a mistake to suppose that the Vehmgericht 
was a mere association of assasins. The Court 
usually sat in the Episcopal Palace of Cologne, 
and seems to have been a legal tribunal, though 
operated in ways contrary to the spirit of im- 
partial justice.

altogether; while a few who would gladly, per- 
haps, take advantage of an opportunity to re- 
duce the meat bills, have only the will, being 
ignorant of the way. The average middle ciass 
wife and mother may have sighed over the 
items of ribs and sirloins of beef, and legs and 
shoulders of mutton, and said to herself, * Ah! 
we must taketo having a little soup.” With 
praiseworthy promptitude and zeal, she has 
percnance opened her cookery-book, of the old 
extravagant style, and closed it sorrowfully, a 
sadder, if not a wiser woman, the brain all 
dizzy from the strings of ingredients, and the 
long line of knuckles of veal, shins of beef, 
“old fowls,”’ and slices of ham, which she is 
commanded to throw into the stock pot” if 
she would insure success. 

Now. with soup-making, as with all else, once 
master the theory and the practice is compar- 
atively easy; while, on the other hand, years of 
practice without a perfect knowledge of the 
why and the whercfore will prove of no avail. 
Let me illustrate my meaning clearly: The 
would-be soup-maker, in scanning a recipe, dis- 
cards it us impracticable because she lacks one 
or more of the ingredients mentioned, while 
she who grasps the modus operandi, owing to 
her theoretical knowledge, at once substitutes 
others, or perhaps dispenses with them alto- 
gether. 

No doubt, in many families, the prejudice 
against soup has arisen from the fact that it is 
usually prepared and served in large quantities, 
ins of, as at the tables of the rich, in small 
82 though many of the Muds which I 

ope to enumerate would furnish in themeelves 
a substantial meal for a growing child. At any 
rate, the advantages of commencing dinner 
with soup are manifest in the saving of the 
meat bills, and economy practiced in utilizing 
scraps of all kinds for the making of the soups, 
and the comfortable sensation experienced 
after a little has been taken; for let any person 
who feels, as the saying goes, too hungry to 
ent.“ swaliow a few spoonfulle of soup, and the 
feeling of exhaustion will quickly pass away. 
Indeed, a well-known authority has said that 
nothing tends more to restore the tone of the 
stomach, and make easier of digestion that 
which is to follow, than a little suup.—Oaseell’s 
Family Magazine.

Importance of Such a Connection Be- 
tween the Mississippi and the 
Lakes.

AK Lal Sets Forth the Local and Gen- 
eral Benefits to Be Derived from 
the Work. 


Sr. Lovis, Mo., Sept. 24.—| Editor Globe-Dem- 
oorat.|—Under date of Aug. 6, 1614, a writer in 
Niles’ Register, Vol. 6, page 304 (also quoted 
in Perkins Western Annals, page 783), makes 
use of the following language: By the Illinois 
Raver it is probable that Buffalo, in New York, 
may be united with New Orleans by inland 
navigation by Lakes Erie, Huron, and Michigan 
down the Mississippi. What a route! How 
stupendous the idea! How dwindles the im- 
portance of the artificial canals of Burope com- 
pared with this water communication! If it 
should ever take place (and it is sure the open- 
ing may be easily made) the Territory (of II- 
nois) will become the seat of an immense com- 
merce and a mar«et for the commodities of all 
regions.” 

Here we have the original conception, the 
basis of this article. The writer, it is plain, did 
not look much beyond the material interest of 
the then Territory of Illinois, I wish the idea 
to be expanded to comprehend the interests 
and developments of the present day, and then 
the conception will embrace che whole interior 
of the North American Continent east of the 
Rocky Mountains. The idea bas been forgotten 
and ignored for half a century, and two gener- 
ations have grown up that never thought of it; 
the old has been displaced by the new: other 
interests have intervened and overshadowed 
the permanent facts of Nature, which are as 
valid now as at the beginning of the century.

In my opinion the time has again come to re- 
vive and enlarge the original pian and to urge 
the construction of a navigable ship-canal be- 
tween the Valley of the Mississippi River and 
the Lakes from the headwaters of the Illinois 
River to the southern end of Lake Michigan. 
Regarding local interests alone there is no sub- 
ject at this time of more importance to the in- 
terest of St. Louis than this. Everybody rec- 
ognizes the fact of the enormous decline of 
the commerce and business of all our 


river towns, and the cause is ap 
parent to all minds. Railroads have 
superseded water transportation every- 


where, and the fact that a town is situated ona 
ngvigabie river bas now little, no more, to do 
with its prosperity and growth than if it stood 
in the midst of a boundless prairie. They have 
everywhere been reduced to one dependence, 
without competition, and that dependence en- 
forced by just such restrictions and discrimina- 
tions as the railroads may at any time and 
piace please to adopt. All our important 
towns on any of our rivers are prac 
tically railroad towns, to all of which 
their rivers are little more than obstructions 
to be overcome by instrumentalities which are 
the adjuncts or under the control of the rail- 
roads, unchecked by any river competition 
whatever. Of course this will be the case when 
great interests come in conflict and one pre- 
vails to the excluston of the other. The great 
interest of this city and of the whole valley 
lies in maintaining the balunce of power be- 
tween the river interest and the railroads, and 
herein lies the importance of the ship-canal us 
one competitive instrumentality to maintain 

baiance of power. No greater movement 
could be made in the way of commercial 
strategy than the construction of this ship- 
canal. 


THE LINES OF MERIDIAN CIRCLES. 

Fifty years ago the whole country was in 
movement on the subject of canal transporta- 
tion, and the State of [illinois was one of the 
leading Western States to engage in the con- 
struction of canals. Nothing more was then 
proposed to be done than to build what I shall 
cali surface canals, with narrow dimensions 
and animal traction as motive power. Those 
methods nave been entirely superseded, per- 
haps never to be renewed in that form, but 
the solid facts of nature and geography still 
remain. Commerce by sea and land must 
and will go by straight lines, and these 
straight lines, whether on oceans or conti- 
nents, are the lines of meridian circies, because 
upon such lines distance is reduced to a mini- 
mum. A line of latitude is never the line of 
shortest distance between any two points; but 
the line of a great or meridian circie is always 
such shortest distance. Now, here is a fact in 
nature which cannot be and never will be evaa- 
ed. It grows out of the natural fact of the 
sphericity of the earth, which governs raii- 
roads as Well as ships. While in modern times 
surface canals have been abandoned, the an- 
cient idea of ship canals is everywhere revived 
in the interest of navigation, wherever the 
configuration of countries and continents will 
permit or requires their adoption. 

THE ILLINOIS & MICHIGAN CANAL. 

When the Illinois & Michigan Canal was first 

posed the design was to construct the canal 
with a depth of six feet below the surface of 
the lake, connecting the lower end of Lake 
Michigan, with the headwaters of the Illinois 
River. The whole Mississippi Vailey, and par- 
ticularly St. Louis, took a lively interest in this 
enterprise, and Mr. Rene Paul, an engineer of 
note in this city, was one of the first surveyors 
sent from this place to take the leveis and sur- 
vey the route from the headwaters of the Illinois 
River to the lake. ‘The work was commenced 
under the charter granted by the State of Iili- 
nois in July, 1836, and the Legisiature aiso 
made appropriations for this and other enter- 
prise of the like character, amounting in the 
aggregate to some $10,000,000. The original 
plan contemplated a depth of six feet below 
the level of the lake, as I have said, but this 
depth was afterward abandoned as too expen- 
sive on account of the financial embarrass- 
ment of the State, and subsequently ouly a 
surface canal of shallow depth was con- 
structed. Congress also made large grants 
of land to the extent of alternate sections 
on either side ot the canal for the dis- 
tance of five miles. These grants remain the 
basis of title along the line of the canal and 
about Chicago to this day. The construction 
of this canal was an important fact attracting 
early attention to that city of wonderful 
growth; but the incoming of the railroads and 
the bankruptcy of the State soon sank this en- 
terprise out of sight, s to speak, as bas been 
the case with all such improvements of a like 
kind everywhere throughout the country. 

IMPORTANT OONSIDERATION. 

If the construction of the canal was thought 
to be ot such great importance to the City of 
St. Louis fifty years ago, when only common 
canal-boat navigation was contemplated, of 
how much greater importance would a shiv- 
canal be now, both to the City of St. Louis and 
to Chicago! It we had a navigabie ship-canal 
by which lake and river boats could go both 
ways from the lake to our river, or from the 
river to the lakes, we would no longer be cut 
off from the whole water navigation of une- 
haif the North ce Continent, as 
we are practically at this pment. When 
— man properly considers subject he 
will see that the whole Mississippi Valley 
would be brought Into the most immediate 
connection with ocean navigation by che sVort- 
est possible water routes, either to New York 
or Quebec. And this is not all, nor the most 
important consideration. The Cities of Chicago 
and St. Louis, the Illinois River, the lakes, the 
lune of the St. Lawrence River, the Cities of 
Liverpool, Glasgow, and Belfast are all on, or 
near, the line of a meridian, or great circle, to 
which I have referred. If any one doubts the 
correctness of this proposition, let him verify 
it by resort to a terrestrial globe, having 
the proper apparatus, and the state 
ment can be visibly demonstrated 
without any geometrical calculation. For ex- 
ample, let St. Louis be taken as one of the 
poles of the earth, and any point on the earth's 
surface may be assumed as such pole, and as 
St. Louis is in latitude 38° 37' north, and in 
longitude 90° 8 west from Greenwich, the anti- 
pode of this city or opposit pole will be found 
in the Eastern Hemisphere at a point in 
the Southern Ocean south of Sumatra in south 
latitude 38° 37’ south, but in east longitude 
89° 62’ east. Now, if a meridian be laid down 
on a giobe of sufficient size so as to 
pass through the City of Liverpool, such 
great circie will be found to surprisingly coin- 
cide with the line of the St. Lawrence River, 
the lakes, the Illinois River, and the pro

CUMMONR INTEREST OF ST. LOUIS AND CHICAGO. 
It is Obvious on the face of. it that the Cities 
of St. Louis and Chicago now have the same 
common interest in this enterprise of a ahip 
canal that they had in the lesser one of fifty 
years ago. They both need this canal asa 
check upon railroad combination and discrimi- 
nation in respect to their present and future 
trade. Chicago now bas this check by means 
of the lakes, the Erie Canal, and the St. Law- 
rence for her Eastern and Buropean business, 
but for ber Southern and other business she 
bas no competitive check at all. St. Louis is 
altogether worse off for want of this ship 
canal, being excluded from all Eastern and 
Northeastern water communication what- 
ever. St. Louis is entirely at the mercy of the 
railroad combinations as to all her Eastern and 
Northeastern business, and is wholiy without 
any check upon such combination. Did any- 
body ever consider the importance of a steam 
water-route right through the business heart 
of the continent from the Gulf to the Atlantic 
Ocean? What is to prevent a steam sea-going 
vessel, with the opening of this canal and the 
improvements of our rivers, from starting at 
New Orleans and going clear through to the 


City of Liverpoo: upon this almost 
meridian une? The whole subject 
is full of suggestions on every hand. 


Consider the matter of safety as against the 
most dangerous coast navigation in the world: 
the advantage of through continental transit 
and internal trade to everybody in reach of 
such a line; the unfailing supply of water to 
the rivers from the great reservoirs ot the 
lakes at all seasons of the year. With this 
canal of the depth of twelve feet and a width 
of 200 feet, and a flow this way of two miles 
per hour, there will never be any more trouble 
with low water in the improved channels of the 
lilinoig and Mississippi Rivers. No argument 
for the improvement of the Mississippi River 
is complete with this ship canal left out of the 
case. 


WHERE THE CANAL SHOULD COME INTO LAKE 
MICHIGAN. 


My purpose in writing this article is to renew 
attention to this almost forgotten subject, and 
I have only proposed to treat of it nowina 
very general way. Objections of a natura! and 
international kind, and many of them, will po- 
cur and can be suggested, but I believe none 
at all commensurate with the importance of 
the object to be attained. My own opinion is 
that the proposed canal should come into Lake 
Michigan at some point twelve or fifteen miles 
south of Chicago and along the line of the 
Calumet River. It could not now be car 
ried through the city, but how far the 
old canal can be used must be determined 
by topographical survey. The cost would be 
inconsiderable as, compared with the impor- 
tance of the improvement, my present impres- 
sion is that the cost of the old canal was origi- 
nally estimated at less than $2,000,000; but, be 
thatas it may, it would furnish no present 
guide. If it cost $5,000,000, or more. it would” 
be cheap enough. Happily there are now no 
political questions in the way, as in case of 
the origina! canal, as it has become abundantly 
settied that these lake and river highways are 
within the jurisdfction of Congress and the ad- 
miralty courts of the Nation.

NO’ HERREWS NEED APPLY: 


A Philadelphia Firm’s Letter te a 
Jewish Merchant. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 3.—Quite a breeze 
has been created in Jewish circies in this city 
by the publication of the following letter to a 
Hebrew merchant named Simon, of Tennessee: 

Hays, Fie_ps & Co., WHOLESALE Boots AND 
Snom, No. 837 Market Srrareet, PaILADEL- 
PHIA, Sept. 13, 18846.— Dan Sin: We are in re- 
ceipt.of your letter, also your order, through 
Mr. Timberlake. Your name would indicate 
that you are a Hebrew. If so, we are not sell- 
ing that trade and would have to decline your 
order, If you are not a Hebrew let us kuow at 
once, and we will attend to your order. Re- 
spectfully yours, Hares, Figsups & Co. 

The Jewish paper says that Mr. Simon is are- 
sponsible merchant, doing business near Mem- 
— and was called upon by an agent of Hays, 

elds & Co., who solicited an order for goods 
which was given. The goods not arriving on 
time, Mr, Simon wrote to the Philadelphia firm 
and received the reply printed above. The 
Jewish Record refers to the transaction as fol- 
lows: “It is a rule of their business to sell to 
sell to no Jewish firm. However illiberal and 
unjust it may be to discriminate against a man 
on accounc of his religion, no one has a right 
to complain, but their salesman should know 
the fact and act accordingly. The drummer of 
the house solicited and obtained the order, 
doubtiess knowing the parry to be a responsi- 
bie one, and if Hays, Fields & Co. possessed the 
slightest idea of an honorable business course 
they should have filled it or declined to do so 
on business principles, instead of writing the 
insulting note they did.“ 

Mr. Fields of the firm of Hays, Fields & Co. 
said yesterday: Our agent, Mr. Timberlake, 
who obtained the order, bad been instructed 
not to solicit trom Hebrew houses, and he 
made an error when he sold the bill to Mr. 
Simon. Sometime ago we decided not to sell 
goods to Hebrews for business and not per- 
sonal reasons. We have no prejudice against 
them, and are on good terms with many of 
them in this city and elsewhere. We have 
found, however, in a business career of fifteen 
years that two-thirds of the bills sold to He- 
brew houses were a dead loss to us, and for 
this reason we made the rule to close down on 
trade to them. This is the only explanation we 
bave to make. I do not think that the letter 
we wrote Mr. Simon was at ali insulting. Much 
might be said in defense of our position, but 
we do not care to enter into à controversy upon 
the subject. We of course, that so 
much publicity should have been given to a 
course taken in business for our own protec- 
uon.“

Six 
prominent manual-training schools sent exhib- 
its of the products of their laboratories to 
Madison, and the rooms containing those ex- 
hibits were a great centre of attraction. There 
were nearly thirty kindesgarten exhibits, which 
were also examined by thousands of delighted 
visitors. It may be said with considerable con- 
fidence that the educational meeting of 1884 
went very far towards overcoming the opposi-

One of the most notable successes in manual 
education is that of Girard College. Several 
futile efforts were made years ago to intro- 
duce into the college curriculum some kind of 
mechanical instruction. Two. vears ago Dr. 
Runkle of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, the founder of manual training in this 
country, explained his system to the trustees 
of Girard, which they adopted, and from that 
time progress was rapid. Mr. W. Heyward 
Drayton, one of the trustees of Girard, in a 
letter to a friend of manual education in Chi- 
cago, writes: 

he result of two years’ experience has been 30 
satisfactory that our boys leave the college to go 
to workshops, where they secure sufficient wages 
to support them at once, and have in many cases 
been found so expert that in a few months their 
wakes have been increased. We have been 80 en- 
couraged by this as a substitute for apprenticing 
lads, which is fast becoming impossible, that we 
have just erected commodious workshops [labora- 
tories} in which, on the same system, but to many 
more boys, we propose to teach the use of tools in 
woodwork also, we have heretofore taught in 
metals. Tothis time we have been compelled 
from want of facilities to confine our instru to 
about 176 boys. We expect next month (October, 
1884) to imerease this number to 300, only being 
limited by the youth of the pupils, many of them 
being too young to permit ir handling tools. 

Girard College contains about 1,100 studenta, 
go according te this statement more than one- 
fourth of them are being taught tool practice 
by the Russian laboratory methods. Manual 
training has been introduced into ten of the 
agricultural colleges of the country, and is gain- 
ing ground in all of them. It has been incor- 
porated into the curriculum of the College 
ot the City of New York and into that of the 
College ot Pennsylvania. A manuai-training 
school bas been founded in Virginia by Mr. 
Samuel Miller, and it is proposed to establish a 
department of manual education in the New 
Orleans institution of learning, so munificentiy

„ Both Massachusetts and Connecticut have 
passed local option laws making ‘training in 
manual arts dependent merely upon the dis- 
trict school visitors or committees. 

Manual training in a tentative way is al-

WHO GETS THE GOOD OF It? . 

With these figures in hand, Tue Tatoos set 
about solving the question, How much bas 
this reduction of over 25 per cent in wheat 
benefited the consumer? Is a loaf of bread 
‘any bigger, or any better, or any cheaper than 
it was a year ago? The answer is not wholly 
satisfactory. In some cases the consumers 
have been given the full value of the reduc- 
tion; in others the bakers have added it to the 
profits; and in many the surplus has been 
about equully divided between baker and con- 
sumer. It has not been shown that the millers 
have gained anything by the reduction; 
if they have it is but a trifie. 
It takes four and one-half bushels of wheat to 
make a barre! of flour, and as the offal or bran 
pays for the barrels and cost of grinding the 
difference between the price of the wheat and 
the flour is clear profit to the miller. The cost 
of a barrel of flour would therefere be $3.37% 
with wheat at 75 cents per bushel. If the 
wholesale price of this flour is $4.75 the miller’s 
profit is $1.87%. Of course this is not a net 
profit, as the value of the miller's invested cap- 
ital and many incodental expenses are left out 
of the question. It is claimed on the one hand 
that the keen competition in the business and 
the present condition of the trade render the 
flour-milling business anytbing but profitabie, 
while on the other hand it is argued that the 
price of flour is still above its actual propor- 
tionate value, and might be sold at a much 
lower price and still leave a fair profit for the 


regular bakers’ flour, last year 
was $5.50 to $6 per barrel. The present price 
is $4.75 to $5. The patents, or highest 
grades of flour, cost last year $7 to $7.15. The 
present price 1s $5.75 to $6. The first-named 
class is used for making all. ordinary bread; 
tne second is used only in extra quality, faucy, 
or Fureka breads. 

EFFECT ON THE LOAF OF BREAD. 


No matter how flour may fluctuate in price 
the price of a loaf remains the same. A re- 
duction of $1 per barrel in flour would make 
only a reduction of a fraction of a cent in the 
price of a loaf. Since the present reduction 
in flour some of the first-class bakeries have 
added two ounces to the weight of each loaf, 
some of the bakeries have added one ounce, 
and some just give the same-sized loaf as be- 
fore, claiming that the difference is too little to 
allow of their making any change. A barrel 
of flour will make 820 thirteen-ounce joaves, 
297 fourteen-ounce, 277 fifteen-ounce, 260 six- 
teen-ounce, or 231 eighteen-ounce. A reduc- 
tion of 60 to 70 cents per barrel will allow 
the baker to add one ounce each to his loaves 
and still have the same profit. Last year the 
common bread, retailed at five cents per loaf 
and sold wholesale at four cents, was made in 
fourteen-ounce loaves at the leading waolesaie 
bakeries. It is now made fourteen, fifteen, and 
sixteen ounce size, and the consumer can eusi- 
ly test the fairness of his baker by weighing a 
loaf. Given the weight of the loaf it 1s no hard 
matter to figure up the baker's profit.

Some years ago, when competition in the 
baking trade was exceedingly keen and when 
the weight of a loaf was of less consideration 
than its size, some bakers began making big 
spongy, soggy loaves from bad flour, whitened 
with alum and doubly swollen with extra yeast, 
the bread being of a character that was delete- 
rious to dealth. The more e bakers 
meet this competition by agitating for munici- 
pal action on the subject, and eventually a 
series of ordinances were passed providing 
that bread should be pure and wholesome and 
sold only by avoirdupois weight. For a short 
time the ordinance was obeyed, and the man- 
ufacture of the cheap sponge loafs put to an 
end. Gradually the ordinances, like many 
in the municipal code, fell 
disuse, and came to be 
as a dead letter. The 
loaf dwindled to 15, 14, 13, and Anal- 
ly to 2 ounces. Its weight was determined 
solely by the honesty ot the baker who made it 
and the grocer who sold it. But the ordinances, 
it is alleged, the trade considerably by 
educating the people on the value of bread, so 
that the trade in the cheaply-made article has 
been practically killed.

Notes ftom Private Studis Two Old 
Pietures Scheme for the Art 
Institute—Bales. 


The collection of water-col ors at the Exposi- |: 


tion makes Gallery E the most interesting in 
the art department. The works are not numer 
ous, nor are they all good; but those that are 
are very good. It ts tobe regretted, however, 
that the gems, with few expeptions, are loans 
and do not represent the inter-State industrial 
progress over the work of previous years. 
Among these borrowed pictures are The Res- 
cue,” a dainty bit of sentiment by A. Parini; 
„The Little Mother,” by V. Gamba; The Vi- 
olet-Girl,"" Condotti; Fier at Boulogne,” T. 
Weber; “Evening,” T. F. Miller; “A 
Gentleman of the XVIIIth. Century,” P. 
Gabrini; “Sycamores,” BEB. F. Miller; and 
“Good Morning,” <A. Achini—all loans 
by Mr. A. A. Sprague. Mr. James H. 


7 Dole sends The Old Fisherman,” by B. C. 


Earle; L. Runs “Italian Water-Carrier"; 
and a copy of blossoms by Winslow Homer. 
The Parting Song,“ by J. Symington, and 
„% The Skilled Musicians,” from the brush of 
M. Fertuny, are from the private collection of 
C. W. Fullerton. Various other contributions 
are exhibited through the courtesy of Miss 
Hallowell, Mr. L. Lamson, Mr. H. B. Veiller, 
Mr. E. H. Bangs, Mr. Watson F. Blair, Mr. John 
C. Black, Mr. C. A. Mair, and several New York 
picture-dealers. 

Elizabeth Sbackford's *Friar’s Head” is 
a thinly-painted landscape, showing the 
rocky promontory at Campobello overlooking 
a lovely piece of water. The colors are rich 
but delicate, with natural and luminous tones 
outlined in warm grays. There is no straining 
for a novel effect, but the works truthful and 
refreshing to look upon. 

William H. Lippincott’s Oriental Head 
admits of reatism which inyests the figure with 
a familiar and lifelike character, reminding us 
of Clara Morris in Article 47.“ The head is 
life-size, and the dark face is partially con- 
cealed by a scarf of white illusion which is 
wound round the neck and close up to the 
face. The posing is graceful ang the picture 
giows with rich but temperate color. 

There is a great amount of poetry im the sky, 
brown sea sand. and fluctuating waves that wash 
the feet of the hills in Near Viilervilie.”

“SUNDAY AFTERNOON IN NEW ENGLAND.” 

A. F. Bellows’ **Sunday Afternoon in New 
England,” from the private gallery of Mr. 
Henry G. Willing, is a picture that the owner is 
justiy proud of. The day is warm and as 
sunny and quiet as only a Sunday can be in an 
old New Engiand river town. A broad drive 
runs out from the foreground for miles and 
miles, lined with fine old willows and birch 
trees that throw blue shadows across the yel- 
low sand. A few bandsome turnouts are roll 
ing down the road, and here anf there fiestling 
among the rich fcliage are oottages of weil-to- 
do residents 

James Symington’s “Singing Lesson is a 
very clever concert full of exquisit tints. A 
charming young woman dressed in an esthetic 
robe of white satin has left the piano, and, hay- 
ing placed a little Skye terrier on her blue 
velvet piano stool, stands before the obedient 
brute shaking her finger at him and at the same 
time regaling him with a snateh of her own 
vocal tusk. 

Visitors look Jong and adiniringly at J. C. 
Nicoll’s ** Moonlight.” That glorious scene is 
done in lucid grays and warm browus. The sky 
is seamed with drifting misses of dark 
clouds and the moon as it comes out 
of ther blackness falls over the 
water, making a path of i rippling 
silver almost to the edge of the foreground. 
Black in the distance are the silent homesteads, 
and, towering above them, the steeples of the 
city churches, The tones are natural, the colors 
delicious, and the whole landscape suggestive 
of the peace and quiet that belong to the night. 
Immediately * ve this hangs a piece of flower 
painting which the artist, Alice T. Gardin, calls 
“The Only Result of a Day's Fishing.” The 
subject, which consists of a bunch of pond- 
lines arranged on the top of a table, with a 
poppy or two and a few cat-tails, is attractive 
more on account of the artist, who is a daugh- 
ter of Theodore Tilton, than by virtue of any 
novelty in the composition.

The caricaturists got in their work this last 
week in fine style, making more original hits at 
the Presidential candidates than for some time 
past. Jingo leads off. It gives us Cleveland 
deeply absorbed in the quiet and unpretending 
duty of turning rascals out of the penitentiary in 
time to join the Democratic party before elec 
tion, whieh is exactly what he is doing. We 
also have in Jingo Mr. George-William Curtis in 
a sad state of antiquity and debility, playing 
with a little wooden Cleveland and a wooden 
toy horse, while a big brindle cat licks up the 
cream. The idea of the cartoon is that Curtis 
has lost bis mind. The double page of Jingo 
shows Cleveland’s ignis fatuus— be is pursuing 
a phantom pursued by Fate, waating to reach 
the White House, but he will never get 
there. The Judge has: two spirited col- 
ored pictures; Ia the two-page effort 
Dana exhibite a monstrous squash, a 
vegetable that ripeng every four years in 
Massachusetts, and is marked sold.“ Ben 
Butler's features appear with their saddest ex- 
pression. Mr. George Jones exhibits a bolt“ 
—drawn too large. It is the Independent bolt, 
and should be a small affair, but this is a screw 
of tron, The campaign bee; shows the face of 
Hendricks at the larger end. Cleveland is dim- 
ly seen at the tip of the root. A Presidential 
chair voted to Blaine, a patent ineubator ex- 
hibited by Tammany, Henry Ward Beecher 
selling pure Cleveland soap, and Harper's Weck- 
ly managed as a monkey-show, together with 
St. John, completes the list of attractions. The 
National exhibit at the United States Fair 
Grounds is good.

Munsey's Illustrated Weekly opens with Cleve- 
land as the modern Falstaff, showing bis food 
for powder“ —4 rather worse assortment of 
Curtis, Beecher, Schurz, and Nast than usual. 
There are some fine sketches of Mr. Hlaine’s 
magnificent receptions, especially one of the 
splendid procession at Newark; and there is a 

figure of Blaine as a mailed and plumed 
knight standing ready to emite the British lion. 
But the best thing is in the corner of the last 
page. This shows Tue contemplated Demo- 
cratic raid on the Treasury, or the new version 
of Oliver Twiet—they want to get in and get 
out the surplus cash.“ Here we have a nice, 
slender little boy Independent,.“ and two 
burly burglars, and a bulldog. They are 
inside the ‘Treasury, and the § Inde- 
pendent voters’ window is close at 
hand. The biggest burglar is Biil 
Sikes with a olub in his hand, and he says:

If not, then clearly this saint and his angel 
followers may possibly bave for a chorus to 
their marching orders in this campaign the 
bacchanalian songs of evil spirits rejoicing in 
these new allies to their ranks — coming in the 
very sivery of Heaven to aid in the hellish work 
of putting into power that party which has 
always been in league. with the saloon and 
liquor interest as a fitting compeer in evil with 
even slavery itself in its palmiest days. 

How was it in the anti-slavery struggle: 
State by State the Republican party, planted 
on the practiced principle of the non- extension 
of slavery into free Territories, wiped out the 
Democratic slavery majority in the Northern 
States, and then the rule or ruin Southern butt- 
end of that party made it possible to abolish 
the evil entirely in the inhuman attempt to 
perpetuate § wrong by destroying the Union.

Cannot 
our prohibition friends profitably imitate 
the example of our anti-slavery friends, 
in the days of that greater conflict, the result 
of, which has made our Nation bonored and re- 
spected the world over, and devote their ener- 
gies to individual States until a majority of 
them is reformed after their shibboleth, and 
then God may give us a man for their work, 
equal to the sainted Lincoln for his, and make 

it National. 

Moral revolutions never go backward in a 
Christian country, and the temperance reform 
will not be the exception to this general rule if 
Its advocates are wise in the use of their power 
and influence upon society. It is not, then, 
that the Prohibition party is not composed of 
the very best people in the country that we 
cannot support its candidate for President. As 
awhole they are probably more immaculate 
than the Independents, who are so pure that 
they cannot vote for James G. Blaine, against 
whose votes and rulings in Congress not a 
single exception has been taken by them dur- 
ing twenty years of public life: But one Mulli- 
gan, whom nobody knows, stole some of his 
private letters long after his rulings in Con- 
gress, in which, it might appear that be used his 
knowledge of public affuirs to make some 
money! Monstrous. Who would not as a 
private citizen use such knowledge as a basis 
for a business investment? The man that 
would not is not competent to manage private 
interests, much less to care for our National 
affairs. The reasons why we cannot vote for a 
prohibition candidate are few, and we think 
amply sufficient: 

First—He cannot be elected. 

Second—The cause will go backward fifty 
years or more by making prohibition a political 
and a National question; because, 

Third—It is more than probable that every 
vote given that candidate takes one from the 
Republican candidate; and, 

Fourth—If a sufficient number are thus 
taken from the Republican ranks to throw the 
election into the House, the Democratic candi- 
date would carry off the prize, and the life-long 
enemy of temperance reform would wield the 
whole erof the Government against its 
furthes#progress. 

In the light of these statements, which we 
think are self-evident propositions, would it 
not be a positive political and morai sin to vote 
for St. John for President? “The soul that 
sinaeth thus should be made too dead ever 
to hold a post-office in this country, 
and be remembered only as a member of that 
little close communion perfectionists’ party 
which in the year of our Lord 1884 * voted as 
they prayed,” and found out that they had 
preyed on the very vitais of our great country, 
and consequently their votes were cast will- 
fully, and not ignorantly, against the cause 
they unwittingly thought they were praying 
for. 

It is no time to theorize. Free-trade theories 
are as beautitul as the light. Free-trade facts 
in political economy are as ugly as Satan and 
twice as dangerous. 

Theoretical prayers and votes poetically 
strung together in a campaign speech may be 
beautiful, but remember they are the Devil, 
as an angel of light, made so for deceiving the 
very elect, and such things ought not 60 to be 
in this enlightened country. 

Look at what has been donein Kansas and 
Iowa lately, and then inquire diligentiy which 
party furnished the votes to carry probibition 
in those states, though temperance was not 
made a party question in either of them. The 
fact will appear that the overwhelming Repub- 
hean majorities in Iowa and Kansas did the 
business. We will find that those Republican 
majorities have been uced since prohibition 
was carried, showing that all the liquor Repub- 
licans have turned their faces towards the only 


party that ever gave the cause any comfort, - 


and left us only because our party bad more 
temperance room than the Democratic party. 
IN ILLINOIS. 


How is t in Tilinois, where high license was 
won by Republican powder after a hard-fought 
battle? Here our majority is not overwhelming, 
and our Germaf citizens, who are by birth, 
education, moral and mental habits and 
capacities the very bone and sinew of genuine 
Republicanism except on the question of per- 
sonal liberty as to lager beer, are, some of 
them, going r to the Democratic party on 
the temperance issue alone, making it doubly 
important that every temperance man in the

And yet the Prohibition party —“ voting as it 
prays”—puts up itsown candidate for Gov- 
ernor, and tous says to Carter Harrison, who 
has made our fair city a den of moral thieves, 
in 80 far as his complicity with the saloon in- 
terests and all its adjuncis could do it: “We 
will do our best to help you plant your Demo- 
cratic saloon principles in every town in this 
State.”

SERVED THEIR TIME. 


Criminals from Chicago Who Have 
Explated Their Offenses at Joliet 
Penitentiary. 

JOLIET, II., Oct. 3.—[Special.]|—The doors of 
the Joliet Prison will open during the present 
month for the release of some sixty criminals 
who will complete their sentences. Twenty- 
four of the number were convicted at Chicago, 
while the others were sent from other parts of 
the State. 

Among the notable professional thieves to be 
set free are some old timers that have records 
in various places. Michael Crowley, a noted 
Chicago criminal, will complete his seven-fear 
term the 8th inst, In 1879 Crowley and his pals 
threw pepper jnto the eyes of the Bank Mes- 
senger of the Illinois Central Railroad Ghmpany, 
and snatched trom his bands a package 
of bills amounting to nearly $9,000 and made 
their escape. The police arrested Mike 
Orowley, Jimmy Colon, and James Gillan, and a 
clear case was made out against Crowley, 
$2,500 of the stolen money being found in the 
possession of Crowley’sgirl. He was convicted 
and received a seven years’ sentence. He was 
tormerly a bartender, but became well known 
to the police through his connection with Hank 
and Theodore Pool’s gang of sneak-thieves. 
His picture has a place in the Chicago rogues’ 
gallery as No. 104A, 

Anotner notéd character will be released the 
sameday as Crowley, Harry Webb, alias Web- 
ster Pease, an expert hotel thief—known all 
over the country asa clever ** roomworker.’’ 
Pease created considerable com motion in hotel 
circles in Chicago in 1880, ia company with a 
woman named Frankie Pease, his alleged wife. 
They committed some daring robberies at — 
Grand Pacific, Palmer, Tremont, and Co 
cial Hotels. Pease was finally caught an held 
on a dosen charges, the woman being also ar- 
rested. She was released after giving the police 
vaiuable information against Pease and another 
thief named Tom Allison. Nearly $10,000 worth 
of diamondsywatches, and fine clothing was 
found in the rooms occupied by Pease and the 
woman. Sam Parker and John B. Drake of 
the Grand Pacifie anda number of theatrical 
people—among them Maud Granger and Ida 
Waldron—were the parties who appeared 
against Pease as prosecutors, and he was sen- 
tenced for six years. 

Tony Bolosky, a hagel sneak-thief, sentenced 
from Chicago, will be released the 3let. Tony's 
way of operating is to find employment in a ho- 
tel as waiter or bell-boy and then steal from 
the guests of the house, 

Jack Rade, alias John Collins, a desperado 
known from Chicago to New Orleans, will finish 
his second term the 18th. He was first sent up 
from Morrison, III., with two partners named 
Charles Whitmore and Jack Smith, for robbery. 
His last term was from Dixon, III., for burgiary. 

Jim Mangan is a slugger and thief from Chi- 
cago, and will return there the 7th from a 
three-yeer term for robbery. Mangan belongs 
to a hard gang of street pirates that formerly 

held forth around West Jackson street. 

James D. Paddock, alias Dave Parker, a 
cracksman and famous jail-breaker, will com- 
plete his eight-year term the 18th inst. Pad- 
dock has the distinction of being the only man 
that has squarely beat the Joliet Prison from 
the interior of the walls fora period of over 
fifteen yearg past. He succeeded in making 
his escape from the weet ceil-house the night 
of Sept. 17, 1879. He was three months in out- 
ting his way out of bis. cell—first severing the 
bars on his door with a common case-knife 
made into a saw. and then wedging the cut 
bars of iron back into their place in the-door 
so that he could remove and replace them at 
will. When this difficult feat was accomplished 
he was enabled to leave his cell, and, with a bar 
of soap, make an impression of the lock on the 
tower door. Then he made a key to fit the 
lock, and finally got into the tower, where there 
were stil) three bars of chilied iron between 
him and liberty. Paddock was two weeks in 
cutting through the bars in the tower. The 
night above mentioned the last bar gave way 
and he found himself outside the cell-house on 
the prison lawn. He at once fled to Chicago, 
where he bad a wife and child. The wife had 
long been aware of his persevering attempt to 
escape, aud had everything in readiness so that 
when Paddock reached Chicago they could at 
once start East. He made his way to New 
York, where five months later he deserted his 
wife. The woman returned to Chicago and was 
the source of information through which the 
police finally succeeded in recapturing the es- 


— convict. 

dock was formerly a pal of Billy Forres- 
ter, the so-called Nathan murderer of New 
York, and is held in great esteem by prefes- 
sional criminals all over the country. He is a 
pleasant-appearing little fellow, with good ad- 
dress and an easy talker. 

Jimmie Conneliy—a second-termer trom Chi- 
cago—will be released tomorrow. He served a 
three-year term at the Stillwater (Minn.) 
Prison and was released in 1875. 

Tommy Jordan, a noted pocket-book snatch- 
er, who has served three terms from Chicago, 
will go out tne 13th. He isa pal oft red- 
headed” Nolan, and belongs to a gang of 
pickpockets that formerly haunted the Ca- 
nary-Cage,” a saloon on the South Side. In 
1879 Tommy snatched a purse from the hands 
of Mrs. K. B. Wilks of Chicago, which con- 
tained $600 in cash and some valuable 
diamonds. 

James Moan and his wife, Mary Moan, who 
were convicted of arson at Chicago in 1880 and 
sentenced for ten and six years, respectively, 
will be released the 8th inst., Moan having had 
his ten-year term reduced to six years. They 
conspired to defraud the insurance companies 
by setting fire to a.grocery store they were 
running in Chicago. Moan is 68 years old, 
while his wife is about 28. 

Heman B. Chapman, who was formerly the 
United States Express agent at La Salle and 
who robbed the company of $14,000 some years 
ago, completed his seven-year sentence and was 
released yesterday morning.

New and Old Oratorios. 

The opening of the season is the time when 
the various choral societies of Chicago and the 
other large cities formulate their program for 
their yearly series of concerts. At ese enter- 
tainments the representative co:..posers of 
both the old and modern schools are given a 


tunity of listening to works of this class at 
voncerts by these societies. The oratorio 
largely owes its popularity among the English- 
speaking people to the impetus given to this 

of musical writing by the lovers 


of sacred works in England. Händel 
and Haydn are the real founders 


hearing, and the public have the oniy oppor- | 


of the oratorio as found lo modern times, al- | 


though they were largely influenced in the de- 
velopment of their works by the early writers 
of sacred music in Italy. If the musical ob- 
server listens to many of the old Italian songs 
that were written before the time of Hindel, 
and notices the quaintness of the themes and 
tne manner in which they are he 
can but come to the conclusion that the influ- 
ence of this general style of oomposition may 
be seen in even the works of the great master 
himself. All developments, either in music or 
the other arts, are traceabie to many men and 
various sources. The general tendency of the 


thought-life of any period of mankind's exist- 
ence may be seen in all the creations that were 


before. alt 

ee ate haunted him while listening to 
the music of Italy. The broad form of writing, 
which has bada larger mode of expression in 
the works of Beethoven and Berlioz than in 
those of Rubinstein, Bruck, and Liszt, has given 
to the oratorio a symphonic fullness of develop- 
ment which bas in a great measure enriched its 
ideas and made it more like a grand sacred 
drama. Yet, in order to understand the music 
of the present time, an acquaintance with the 
older and pler forms seems almost nepes- 
sary. 3: 

Ma bur choral societies in America have 
been unwise in the arrangement of their pro- 
grams, and have not given either their audi- 
ences or their choruses the opportunity to be- 
come acquainted with the old masters’ works 
before they attempted the modern com posi- 
Mons. This is an unfortugate plau in many 
respects, for it deprives the people of hearing 
many of the classical oomposers works, which 
are so melodically beautiful that they ae 
great pleasure even at a first performance. The 
natural progression in musical tion is 
from the simple forms to the more compii- 
cated. Of the five oratorios which Haydn 
wrote “ The Creation” and The Se sons are 
the most familiar. Among the works of 
Händel The Messiah” and Judas Macca- 
deus are frequently given, but Esther,“ 
* Deborah,” Saul,“ Israel in Egypt,” Sam- 
son,” Joseph,“ Belshazzar,” ‘Joshua,’ 
„Solomon. Susanna Theodora, and 
„ Jephtha are strangers to our concert-halls, 
and it is unfortunate, for many of them are splen- 
did works. Mozart's masses, and particularly 
The Requiem.“ are also among the old works 
that would be welcomed if they could be beard. 
Cherubini wrote a St. Cecilia’ mats whichis 
very pleasing. Rossini is kept in remembrance 
by his Stabat Mater,” although his Moses 
in Egypt,.“ when sung as an oratorio, might 
prove very interesting to the younger genera- 
tion of concert-goers. Meyerbeer wrote a Te 
Deum,” Miserere, and Stabat Mater that 
have no opportunity to be known except by 
name by our musical audiences, Bach's Pas- 
sion Music” has had several performances in 
the East: so also Beethoven's masses, while 
the smaller one in C was given by the Bee- 
thoven Society in Chicago. Mendelssohn's 
* Elijah” and St. Paul.“ with The Hymn of 
Praise” and his “Psalms,” hold a favorit 
place in the oratorio Of Berlioz we 
have still to hear in the West L’Enfance 
du Christ,” “Siege of Troy,” and hies Te 
Deum.” Costa's * Naaman” and Eu“ are 
but seldom given except in England. Spohr's 
* Calvary,” .“ Hymn to St. Cecilia,” Fall of 
Babylon,” and “The Last Judgment” have 
been cast into the shade of forgetfulness by 
the brilliancy of modern writing, but they pus- 
sess a beauty that would delight many ears 
could they bear them splendidly given. Schu- 
mann’s Paradise and Peri,“ a most difficult 
work, has been given a few times in this coun- 
try, and once by the Apollo Club in Chicago. 
Weber added dome masses to the list of sacred 
music which are worthy of remembrance. 

The modern writers have been prolific in 
their compositions, and each year adds a large 
list to the good musical literature in choral 
works. The Bohemian composer, Dvorak, who 
has 80 recently won the English people's ap- 
preciation with his Stabat Mater,“ is now 
adding several choral novelties to the 

Gounod made his 
bis Redemption popu- 
lar with choral societies, and is now 
com posing another sacred drama. Rubinstein 
in “ The Tower of Babel gaye a descriptive 
work to the public which made a new departure 
in. writing of this kind. The choruses and or- 
chestral scoring were of such a rich and broad 
style as to cause the work to stand apart from 
the old oraforios of the more simple and melo- 
dic form and to show a grandeur all its owa. 
“The Rose of Sharon by Mackenzie, * St. Ur- 
sula by Cowen, and Liszt's * St. Elizabeth”’ 
have yet to be beard in the West. From this 
illustrative enumeration of the many different 
works that have been written for choral per- 
formance it would seem asif all of our societies 
have plenty of scope to present yearly pro- 
grams of interest for many seasons to come. 
There are plenty of novelties and old composi- 
tions which would be new to the general audi- 
ence. There need be no constant repetition of 
the same works year after year with such 
splendid lists of great composiuons to draw 
from.

CLEVELAND TO HANCHETT. 


The Ex-Sheriff of Erie County, New 
York, Sends Greeting to the Sheriff 
of Cook County, IHinois. 

Weekly Photo: Our esteemed friend and fel- 
low-citizen, the Sheriff of Cook County (and a 
tolerably good one he is too) will never sur- 
mise, much less positively know, how the news 
fiend of the Photo came into possession of the 
following letter. Whether he (Hanchett) acci- 
dentally dropped it on the street and it was 
picked up, or whether it was purioined from 
some interior recess of his overcoat, we per- 
haps could tell, but are not disposed to. It is 
sufficient to say that it bears upon its face all 
the evidences of genuineness, and nothing but 
the disclaimer of Grover Cleveland himself over 
his own signature will convince the public that 
it is other than what it purports to be: 

Burra.o, N. V., Sept. 20.—To Brother Han- 
chett, Sheriff of Cook County—My Dear Sir: In 
the midst of the cares, anxieties, and perplexi- 
ties of a hot Presidential campaign the ex- 
baustive and interesting details of the hanging 
of Jacobson as given in Tus Triscung, Times, 
News, and Herald of your city have been pe- 
rused by me with an indescribable sense of en- 
joyment. There is something so soothing and 
congenial to me in all that pertains to the scaf- 
fold and the duties of an office I have once 
filled (which comprebend those of the hangman 
as well) that I cannot forbear this expression of 
my indebtedness to you and the occasion 
which have brought me 80 much 
pleasure. I congratulate you most 
heartily upon the skill and good taste with 
which the affair was conducted, from the 
moment the prisoner was led trembling from 
his cell up to the final adjustment of the fatal 
noose and the fall whicb so cleverly dislocated 
his neck and launched him (let us hope) into 
that other and better world for which the dili- 
gent ministratioas of his religious adviser had 
prepared him. To say thatit was beautifully 
done but feebly expresses my sentiments. The 
highest compliment I can pay you is contained 
in the frank admission that up to a certain 
stage of abe tragedy 1 couldn't have done it 
better myself. But in similar instances where 
I have officiated, and which have aiways been 
to me a source of unalloved satisfaction, 
it has been my unvarying custom to be “in at 
the death” as it were, and not shirk upon 
some dark unknown the responsible duty of 
springing the trap. I notice with regret that, 
influenced by some false notions of delioacy or 
timidity unbecoming an executive officer, you 
hired some one else to do what you ought to 
have done yourself. To be sure you gave the 
signal for the drop, but your manifest duty was 
to have cut the rope that suspended the weights 
with your own hands, Not only the extra ex- 
pense involved would thus have deen saved, 
but you would have had the undoubted privi- 
lege of pocketing the fees and perquisites of 
the superfluous hangman yourself, I am and 
always bave deen a great stickier for 
economy in the public finances, especially 
when in the observance of this ruie I can 
benefit myself. There is no doubt in my mind, 
my dear Hanchett, that you erred foolishly in 
this instance—you ought to bave done not 
merely your duty, but your whole duty, with- 
out fear or favor. That bas always been my 
motto, to which I have constantly adhered, and 
the consequence is that from the comparative- 
ly obscure position of a Sheriff who attended 
to the swinging off of murderers and feions with 
his own hands I am about to be advanced to 
the highest place in the gift of the American 
people—at least I think so, if the d—d Irish and 
Dutch don't go back on me. A Jack Ketch” 
in the Presidential chair! To be sure it sounds 
queer, but it is by no means improbable that 
Garfield will have in me such a successor. 

In concluding this letter (which I trust you 
will treat as strictly confidential), you will par- 
don me for taking exception tothe fact that 
you willfully or thoughtiesly ignored me in not 
inviting me to be presentat your Jacobson 
matinée and participate in the proceedings.

REAL ESTATE. 


A Ten-Story Office Building to Be 
Put Up on the MoNeill 
Lot. 


The Supply of Offices in the New Board 
of Trade District and Probable 
Demand Therefor. 


Work of the Architects The Real-Estate 
BusinessState of the Market 
The Bridge Nuisance. 


Another Tall Building. 

For nearly a year all sorts of rumors bave 
been circulated trom time to time respecting 
the intentions of the McNeill estate with ref- 
erence to the valuable lot which it owns on 
Jackson street opposit the Pacific hotel, but 
until within a few days nothing definit was 
ever done. At the commencement ot the week 
Malcolm MoNeill, Mr. Rhodes, and several 
mon who are interested in other buildings 
in the vicinity secured a charter from 
the Secretary of State for the organization of 
the Occidental Building Company, with a cap- 
ital stock of $350,000. The stock is now being 
placed, and within afew days excavations for 
a magnificent office building will be com- 
menced. The lot is 50 by 215 feet, with fronts 
on Clark and Jackson streets and Pacitic ave- 
nue, and the plans which Architect York is 
now oompleting are for a ten-story structure 
that will be the equal of any in the new dis- 
trict. Mr. MoNeill said yesterday that 
the undertaking was bound to succeed, as 
it already had all the essentia! elements of suc- 
cess—plenty of money and good backing. 
Good judges regard the location as the best in 
the neighborhood for an office building, and 
the projectors have concluded that offices in a 
building on the lot will rent when others may 
be neglected, on account of its proximity to the 
Post-Office and down-town business. 


The New, Board District. 

It is not too much to say that the days of 
schemes in the vicinity of the new Board of 
Trade are nearly past, and that building in that 
section willin the future be very thin. With 
all the offices that will be thrown upon the rent- 
ing market next spring iu that vicinity a cold 
calculation of the offices that will probably be 
required there within the next three years 
may not be considered wholesome by the 


owners of new buildings, but it ought to be 


made. One reason for this is that it may save 
some money to property-owners who might in- 
vest, and andther is that the men who bave 
built new office strudtures should not be 
allowed to deceive themselves. By actuai 


count there are not more than 300 of the 3,000 
members of the Board of Trade who now pay 
office-rent in the vicinity of the present Boaid 
of Trade. There are more members of the 
board who have offices in the vicinity, but 
the removal of the board to Bridgeport 
would affect these members as much as the 
removal to Jackson street. In other words, 
they are men who are engaged in business 
other than commission, and their interests 
would not be affected by a change to any quar- 
ter. How many offices will be ready for rent- 
ing by the Ist of next May about the new board 
is difficult to calculate, but 500 is not an ex- 
travagant estimate. On the contrary it's low, 
as may be seen by any one who will count the 
number of new buildings erecting about the new 
board. Supposing, then, that the 300 members 
of the board should all change hase there would 
be yet 200 offices left. But there is no reason 
to believe that even one-half of the tenants of 
the present board district will change to any of 
the new buildings. The necessity of an active 
member of the board being adjacent to the 
Change Hall is not as pressing as it used to be. 
Instead of being obliged to have an office near 
to the hall on delivery day, the firms are par- 
ticulariy anxious to get near the banks 
which they patronize in order that 
they may not be late in delivering. 
In view of this condition of affairs it is impos- 
sible to see how all the new offices in the specu- 
lative district are to be rented next year. There 
will always be a demand for offices in well-reg- 
ulated buildings down-town—buildings that are 
well-finished, well-lighted, and have a good 
elevator—for the reason that every business 
and profession can become a tenant. But in 
the new board district the situation is changed. 
Only speculative tenants will apply for room, 
and the number of these is limited, as has been 
stated. The consequence will be that many 
who have invested in buildings in tne new dis- 
trict will be disappointed, and will have to wait 
a few years for adequate returns for their in- 
vestments. 


Building Memoranda, 

The air has been full of new important build- 
ing rumors for some time, but as yet only one 
of these has materialized. The projectors of 
various other schemes are still working ar- 
duously on them, but they have as yet given 
no signs of success. Among these are the lease 
of the Armour-Kent lot next the Board of 
Trade and the construction of a deer 
saloon on Wabash avenue, which, if 
built, will be dubbed Casino.“ No 

has been made on the Armour-Kent 
lot, and it is said that the man who wants to 
build the Wabash avenue resort is not yet able 
to do 80, so that it doesn’t seem probabie that 
the community will soon be startled by any- 
thing particularly new. 

The architects are hard at work and most of 
them have something to do. Among those who 
are entitied to recognition are the following: 

George Knisely has planned an addition to 
the factory recently erected by Knisely & 
Miller on West Monroe street, near Clinton. 
The addition will be 50 by 100 feet and will 
cost $10,000. 

Cobb & Frost have made plans for a fine 
residence for George Manierre to he erected at 
No. 61 Beilevue place at an expense of $13,000. 
The house will be 25 by 60 feet, two stories, 
basement, and attic in hight, and front and 
sides of Anderson brick. When completed the 
house will be one of the most attraetive ex- 
teriorly and the most complete interiorly on 
that North Side thoroughfare. 

Architects Schaub & Berlin have planned a 
three-story and dwelling, 22 by 80 feet, to be 
erected for W. Hasterlik, at No. 216 De Koven 
street, at a cost of $10,000. 

Contractor John Coumbe is having built for 
himself a residence at No. 181 California ave- 
nue. The design is ornate and the finish will 
be of the best. 

Architect H. M. Hansen is making plans for 
a three-story dwelling, 24 by. 80 feet, for J. L. 
Alstrim, to be erected at No. 447 West Chicago 
avenue, at a cost of $10,000. 

Architects Schaub & Berlin have planned a 
two-story dwelling, 24 by 64, for Louis Kreuder, 
at No. 138 Centre street, to cost $8,500. 

Architect C. L. Stiles has made plans fora 
two-story dwelling to be erected at No. 508 
West Jackson street. Complete the house 
will cost $10,000. 

Thomas & Rodger, architects, have about 
closed the contracts for a block on the south- 
west corner of Cottage Grove avenue and Pros- 
pect place or Thirty-seventh street, 108 by 68 
teet, for John W. Stewart. This almost ad- 
joins the block now building by the same arch- 
itects for G. W. Hoffman, thus making a new 
frontage ot 264 feet, and being the most im- 
portant improvement in this neighborhood. 
The buildings will be commenced immediately. 
The same architects have, during the week, 
closed the contracts for the apartment build 
ing corner Pine and Ontario streets, before 
mentioned, which will be begun at once,

In the course of a running talk on various 
topics with the Washington-street friend of 
Tue Trrpune by the real-estate reporter yes- 
terday afternoon an allusion was made to the 
methods of conducting real-estate business 
now in vogue and those of former days, and 


the reporter asked: „Has there been any 
marked change for the better in the manner of 


doing business?“ 2 
„Considering the subject in all its aspects, 
said he, 1 am safe in saying that there has 
been; but one need not look far to discover a 
reminiscence of ante-fire piracy in the busi- 
ness. I thus refer to it for the reason that I 
am disposed to be charitable in my estimate 
and willing to believe that the bad elethents 
now in the trade are simply remnants of what 
was so plentiful in the booming days previous 
to the fire and just prior to the panic of 1873. 
Those were times which bred such harmful ele- 
ments almost as naturally as warm weather 
begets flies and mosquitoes, and it is not 
to be wondered at that all the bane- 
ful influences of those times have not alto- 
gether disappeared. The trade is much purer 
than it was ten years ago, I am satisfied, but it 
is not pure enough yet, for it contains features 
that are more dangerous and threatening to 
the welfare of Chicago real estate/than the 
horde of irresponsible scalpers who jumped 
ifto prominence when the boom“ was on. 
These scalpers have perforce nearly all disap 
peared, and those who have remained are prac- 
tically powerless for harm, for the reason that 
they are spotted by all honorable dealers, and 
their sphere of operations is decidedly limited 
by this watchfulness. But here and there may 
be found now and then men sailing through the 
market under colors that are calculated to 
secure tnem honorable recognition wherever 
they may go who will not hesitate to do those 
things ‘that a practical scalper would shrink 
from for fear. The very boldness of some 
things of which I could tell you that have been 
aone by men in the trade under the cloak of 
the Real-Estate Board, which I do not think 
knows of them, would have startled many a 
man who claimed less for bimself in the way of 

business probity than these men. 

„As I say, econscienceless scalpers are by 
reason of the watch kept upon them practical- 
ly harmless, but the men who by canning have 
ingratiated themselves with honorable men to 
the extent of obtaining a character and then 
have used that position for the purpose of de- 
frauding their own or other beople's clients are 
terribly dangerous to the business. If they 
made it a rule to prey upon residents of the 
city it would not matter much, because they 
would soon be found out; but they devote 
themselves to non-residents, who are never 
caught agaim and so the entire trade is forced 
to suffer in the future for the sins of one bad 
man. 

“There is no romance in this matter, it is 
sternly real; and the*members of the trade 
should see to it that they are not im upon 
by such dishonorable characters. e Real- 
Estate Board was conceived in the very best 
faith, and can be made a valuable institution; 
but there is reason for believing that some 
wolves have crept into it, and that they are 
using its nameto aid dishonorable practices. 
If such is the case the board owes it to itself 
to hunt them out. Chicago bas not yet reached 
that point where it can be entirely independent 
of outside capital. Within the city limits is 
much property that it is desirable outsiders 
should purchase, and perhaps occupy, and any 
feature in the real-estate trade that will in the 
least discourage the investment of outside cap- 
ital should be eliminated at once. 

I noticed the other evening while driving 
on Washington boulevard that the West Park 
Commissioners were still wrestling with the 
paving question on that thoroughfare, and ap- 
parently with poor success. For some months 
the road-bed has been in a bad condition, and 
when the new curb was putin an effort was 
made to improve it. To that end gravel of an 
alleged superior quality was hauled from some 
distance out ol town, and already nearly one- 
half the distance between the railroad 
and the park has been covered to a 
depth of about eighteen inches. The 
dressing has packed pretty well, but it 
has left a surface that is no 
smoother than fhe old one, and muckier after 
sprinkling or a shower of rain. Why the West 
Park Board has such a hard time finding a 
dressing for its boulevards, while the South and 
North Side people seem to be so successful, I 
don't understand. I guess they try hard 
enough, but not in the right direction. 

By the way, I understand another assess- 
ment is to he levied upon property-ownerg on 
West Jackson street for ——ů— 4 Wail 
thoroughfare. Judging from the experience 
bad with the last pavement of that kind put on 
the street I should think the property-owners 
would want to try some other material if the 
street is to be paved again. Its present condi- 
tion is abominable, and it can’t be paved too 
soon with some good substance, 

I believe, too, that Warren avenue is on the 
point of receiving attention in the same line. 
That pavement, which was blocks the last time, 
has been in a deplorable condition for a good 
many years. The proposition is to put a pave- 
ment down like that on Dearborn avenue, but 
the exact material, I think, bas not been de- 
cided upon. With Jackson and Warren trimmed 
up, the West Side will have few bad streets to 
complain of for some time to come. 

J also noticed while out West that excellent 

rogress is being made on the new sewer on 
Kedzie avenue, pipe being laid as far nerth as 
Lake street. This is an improvement that the 
West Side has needed more and longer than 
any I can now recall. When completed, which 
it will be this fall, it will prove an inestimable 
boon to the residents of the district which it 
will drain, who nearly every spring have 
been compelied to paddle about their 
ions in canoes. It is one of the 
2 of the West Side sewers, and 
will aid materially in hastening the settlement 
of the district between the tracks and the park 
and Lake and Van Buren streets. Unless the 
rainfalls in the future are much greater than 
in the past, it is not likely that any serious 
overfiow will again occur in the locality. 

* During the last few years the railroads 
centering in Chicago have done considerable 
toward removing the city’s reputation for uni- 
formly poor railroad stations, and none has 
done more than the Western Indiana Road, 
which is now completing its depot at 
the foot of Dearborn street between 
Third and Fourth avenues. Progress on the 
work bas not been as rapid as was contemplated 
when the structure was begun, but before 
many months the building will be ready for 
occupation. The opinion of expertsis that 
architecturally it will have no superior in the 
country, and it is said the inside arrangement 
and finish will be ahead of the outside designs, 
if such a thing is possible. The original plan, 
I am told, provided that the tower, which 
will be one of the tallest in 
should be of rock-faced stone, but I 
see it is being laid in brick. Why the change 
was made I don't know, but I doubt its wis- 
dom. The architect intended that the tower 
should be the feature of the building. Built 
of stone it would fave been a bold feature; 
built of brick it is merely a large part of the 
structure. It win be 175 feet high, and will be 
in the centre of Dearborn street. It will have 
an illuminated clock in the top witha dial ten 
feet in diameter that can be seen from many 
points in Chicago. The change in material for 
this splendid shaft cannot be said to be wholly 
bad, but all who knew of the architect's orig- 
ows idea will regret that it was not carried 
ou *
